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LICENSING IS NOT THE 
SOLUTION 


(GRAVE charges are being laid at the door of construction. It is alleged to 

be straining resources and causing inflation, of contributing to the serious 
increase in Government expenditure and of undertaking frivolous work at the 
expense of vital programmes. So in some quarters the reintroduction of 


building licensing is being urged to prevent overloading and to get the 
priorities right. 


Let us examine the facts. The construction and allied industries in terms 
of output and manpower account for roughly one tenth of the national economy. 
Any change in construction must therefore be divided by ten to arrive at 
approximately the national impact. In the past year construction output has 
gone up by five per cent. (a national impact of .5 per cent.) and its labour 
force has increased by four per cent. (a .4 per cent. impact). Such changes 
must be regarded as marginal. 


The question of the effect on public expenditure can be quickly dealt with. 
In fact, rather less public money was spent on construction work in 1960 than 
in 1959, and only a small rise is likely in 1961. And after all we do urgently 
need some new roads, schools and hospitals. 


The charge of bad priorities is highly irresponsible. Office building 
which has come under attack accounts for only two or three per cent. of all 
construction work. Construction is in fact an industry with an extremely low 
“luxury” content. If charges are to be made at luxury spending they must be 
levelled elsewhere. 


We are left, therefore, with the question of overloading. The primary 
object of licensing control is after all to keep the amount of work in balance 
with the resources available. In most industries an increase in demand can be 
piled up in the form of a healthy book of orders waiting their turn on the 
production line. In the case of construction, however, the additional demand 
is immediately translated into new jobs with the result that the work actually 
in hand can exceed the resources available. Ultimately, contractors start 
refusing new work, as some are doing at the moment, but by then the damage 
has been done. At the present time for example, craftsmen (particularly brick- 
layers and carpenters) have become acutely short, although virtually the only 
building material feeling the strain is cement, and the cement industry will no 
doubt rise to the occasion. 


It is therefore particularly important that the inflow of construction work 
should be kept as stable as possible. Is the present system one of unbridled 
licence? Is licensing required for effective and efficient control? Without 
question there was a need for licensing during the immediate post-war years 
because resources were patently unequal to the demand. But despite licensing 
serious overloadings did occur. The bureaucrats’ hand on the lever did not 
prove to be the perfect regulator. Licensing, inherently a wasteful form filling 
procedure, also created an atmosphere of uncertainty for building owners and 
one of restriction for contractors. Only since it was removed in 1954 has the 
construction industry really begun to show its capabilities. Its reintroduction 
would be a severe blow at the industry’s confidence.

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Doncaster and East Retford By-passes 





Doncaster Motorway.

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S reported in The Contract Journal 

last week, the Doncaster Motor- 
way, estimated to have cost £6m., will 
be opened by the Minister of Trans- 
port on July 31. 

Fifteen miles in length, the motorway, 
which will ultimately connect with the 
London-Yorksh're Mo‘orway, M.1, opens up 
and completes a 27-mile lons westward 
diversion of the Great North Road (A.1), 
from Markham Moor, south of Retford, to 
Redhouse, north of Doncaster. This large 
diversion incorporates dual carriageway 
improvements of existing roads and by- 
passes East Retford, Blyth, and Bawtry, as 
well as Doncaster. At Blyth, a four-mile 
stretch of modern. three-lane_ single 
carriageway road from Checkerhouse to the 
Blyth By-pass will later be widened to 
provide two carriageways throughout. 


Subsidenc2 Problem 


The motorway traverses a part of 
Nottinghamshire and south Yorkshire 
almost completely undermined by coal 
workings at a number of levels, and the 
whole of the area is expected to subside to 
depths varying up to 14ft, during the next 

ars. 

ounteract the effects of this, both the 
road itself and the bridges have been made 
flexible and the bridges have been provided 
with readily accessible jacking points. On 
the Don Bridge, the deck pivots on 
knuckles and rolls on cylinder segments. 
Other bridge decks rest on rubber pads to 
give flexib‘lity and permit adjustments in 
line. 

Most of the workings in the area are 
deep and the subsidence is expected to be 
fairly evenly spread, in contrast to the 
sudden falls and cleavages of shallow 
working areas. 

The mine workings themselves have 
provided part of the answer to the problem 
of the flexible road. Nearly half a million 
tons of burnt shale from the local slag 
heaps have b2en used in the embankments 
and in the sub-base of the roadworks.

Of some 3,000,000 cu. yd. of rock which 
had to be cut from the high points of the 
road, about two-thirds were of limestone 
rock. Thousands of shots were fired to 
break up the harder limestone. 

While most of the cut material was 
useful for filling embankments on the low 
parts of the road, the local limestone, which 
weathers badly, was not suitable for facing 
the bridgzs. 

Bridge Facing 


Concrete bridges and retaining walls 
were finished not using imported facing 
stone but by facing the shuttering for the 
concrete with plastic moulds. When the 


shutters were removed they exposed panels 
of deep relief pattern, which break up the 
monotony of the various large surfaces. 
They also render’ unnoticeable the 
blemishes which develop on smooth 
concrete where the shuttering joined. Thin 
panels of matt coloured plastic are also 
applied permanently to concrete surfaces to 
break the colour monotony. 


Great attention has been given to the 
shape of the bridges, which all have Royal 
Fine Art Commission approval. The 
flexible construction lends itself to simple 
table leg and trestle forms, and pedestrian 
bridges are of a slender cantilever design.

There are more than 30 bridges and there 
are six main types to be seen; four-span 
bridges carrying existing roads over the 
motorway; single span bridges carrying the 
motorway over existing roads; railway 
bridges, footbridges, the major bridge over 
the Don and a number of culverts and 
subways. 

The Don Bridge 

The Don Bridge carries the motorway 
over the River Don near the old village of 
Sprotborough, four miles west of Doncaster. 
Steep, wooded banks rise to about 100ft. 
above the water level. With an overall 
length of 760ft. the bridge is a seven-span 
dual structure, the 180ft. span over the 
river itself being composed of a 100ft. 
suspended span on two 40ft. cantilevers. 
The anchor arms form the adjacent spans 
and are 100ft. long. Piers are in the form 
of tall slender Ts, with hexagonal columns, 
on large bases or piled foundations accord- 
ing to the ground beneath them. Each 
carriageway is carried on a_ separate 
structure. Although the riveted steel girders 
below the deck are exposed at each side, 
countersunk rivet heads and near matching 
paint give the impression of an all-concrete 
bridge. 

The motorway is connected to the all- 
purpose road system at two points in 
addition to the single level roundabout 
junctions at its extremities. At Marr, the 
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road passes over the Doncaster-Barnsley 
road (A.635), on which a roundabout has 
been constructed to accommodate four 
slip roads. At Warmsworth, it passes under- 
neath the Doncaster-Rotherham road 
(A.630) and the roundabout which 
distributes traffic to and from the slip 
roads is carried over the motorway on 
bridges. At this point the all-purpose road 
also crosses above a railway line which 
itself passes over the motorway within a 
short distance from the _ junction. 
Altogether there are seven bridges within 
a quarter of a mile radius. 

In addition to the motorway, some 10 
miles of side roads have been either re- 
constructed or constructed on fresh sites. 

The motorway is mainly in _ rolling 
agricultural country. Many of the cuttings 
have grass slopes but in some of them the 
limestone rock has been left exposed, with 
grass spilling over the rock indentations at 
the top. 

Each carriageway of the road is 24ft. 
across with a light contrasting strip separat- 
ing it from the 9ft.-wide hard shoulders. 
A grassed central reservation divides the 
two carriageways by a distance generally of 
15ft. The thickness of the road varies 
between 18in. and 33in., the thicker con- 
struction having been used where boulder- 
clay or marl was encountered. A ltin. 
hot rolled asphalt surface and a 2}in. hot 
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rolled asphalt base course lie on 8in. of 
cement stabilised granular base, laid by a 
large mechanical concrete train. Below 
this is the sub-base of burnt shale varying 
in depth according to requirements. 

Hard shoulders were constructed by use 
of a special American machine, which ran 
on wheels on the existing road and laid 
stabilised base to the side at a speed of 
up to two-thirds of a mile per day. 


Designers and Contractors 


One railway bridge was designed for the 
British Transport Commission by Mr. John 
Dosser, and the remainder jointly by the 
chief engineer, British Railways, Mr. A. K, 
Terriss, and Rendel, Palmer and Tritton, 
the London firm of consulting engineers. 

The Yorkshire section of the road was 
designed by Col. S. Maynard, O.B.E., 
E.R.D., T.D., county engineer and 
surveyor to West Riding C.C., for the 
Ministry of Transport. Cubitts-Fitzpatrick- 
Shand were the contractors for this 
northern 124-mile section, 

The southern 24 miles were designed by 
Nottinghamshire C.C. (county surveyor, 
Mr. Reginald A. Kidd, O.B.E., B.Sc., 
M.I.C.E.), who supervised the construction. 
Work was carried out by Sir Robert 
McAlpine and Sons, Ltd., London, W.1, who 
also constructed the 14-mile long by-pass at 
Blyth. 





LANCASHIRE-YORKSHIRE MOTORWAY 
Preliminary Survey to be Made 


(THE Minister of Transport, Mr, Ernest 

Marples, has authorised the County 
Councils of Lancashire and the West 
Riding of Yorkshire as agent authorities 
to make a preliminary survey for a line 
of route within their respective counties 
for the proposed Lancashire-Yorkshire 
Motorway. 

Mr. James Drake, county surveyor and 
bridgemaster of Lancashire County Council, 
and Mr. S. Maynard Lovell, county engineer 
and surveyor of West Riding, will be 


jointly responsible for work on the survey 
and for later producing recommendations 
for a scheme to establish the route of this 
50-mile motorway. 

The route to be surveyed will begin at 
Worsley on the northern outskirts of 
Manchester, where the first few miles of 
the road will serve as part of the Man- 
chester Outer Ring Road; it will end at 
Ledsham on the A.1 about 10 miles west 
of Selby. The aim is to plan a new fast 
route across the Pennines to link the 
industrial areas of Lancashire and York-

shire and to relieve the existing highway 
system of its burden of east-west traffic. 

The new route will also give better access 
from these areas to the north-south major 
motorways (M.1 and M.6) and to the Great 
North Road. The route is also intended 
to connect with an improved highway 
system between Liverpool and Manchester, 
and between the Great North Road and 
Hull, 

Preparation of a new large motorway 
scheme is a lengthy undertaking, and it will 
inevitably be some years before work could 
start. The preliminary survey is the first 
stage in preparing the scheme, by which 
the line of route is established so as to 
ensure protection of the motorway route 
from other forms of development. 
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N.F.B.T.E. PRESIDENT REVIEWS GENERAL BUILDING 


Warns 


Gn at the half-yearly general 
meeting of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers in Black- 
pool last week, the national president, 
Mr, Frank Russon, expressed the hope 
that the Government would not be so 
ill-advised as to heed suggestions that 
building activity should be artificially 
restricted. Although they could not 
expect to be entirely unaffected by the 
rest of the economy, such action would 
destroy overnight all confidence the 
industry now had in the future and 
would do irreparable harm. 

“Here I think I cannot do better than 
quote a passage published in The 
Economist the other day”, said Mr. Russon. 
“This read: ‘When 
growth industries 
do grow, it is 
usual for Britain 
to say that these 
industries are 
voraciously de- 
manding an unfair 
share of scarce 
resources and to 
devise discrimina- 
tory restrictions 
specifically to 
keep them down. 
Thus it was that 
Britain relied far 
too heavily on 
hire purchase con- 
trols during the 
consumer dur- 
ables boom of the ’fifties. Now that it is 
obvious that the boom is switching from 
things people put into their houses to the 
construction of houses themselves, the 
same Little Noddy school of economists 
which did so much harm in the ‘fifties is 
switching to advocate building licensing in 
the ’sixties. A country that had accus- 
tomed itself to looking forward would 
surely see that this bias towards always 
restricting the natural growing points of 
an economy, and towards always cosset- 
ing the dying ones, is precisely the reverse 
of what is needed.’ How I agree with the 
writer!

Increasing Productivity 


“Nor can anybody accuse the building 
industry of not increasing its productivity. 
Here we have succeeded where other in- 
dustries have failed. But it is vital that 
the trend of increasing productivity in 
building should continue. This depends 
on all members of the industry and not 
builders alone. It will not be easy to 
achieve because of our labour shortages. 
These shortages are a challenge to building 
contractors’ ingenuity and skill in manage- 
ment. I would ask you, however, to be- 
ware of the temptation to take on more 
building work than you can competently 
handle with the resources of men, money 
and machines at your disposal. Some firms, 
I regret to say, are making this mistake; 
the results cannot be beneficial either to 
the firms concerned, their clients or the 
industry as a whole. 

“To refuse work is no bad advertise- 
ment; to take it on and fail is the worst 
Possible advertisement. In some parts of 
the country the greed for more and more 
work and the inability or unwillingness to 
say ‘No’ to clients is resulting in inflation- 
ary oOver-the-rate payments in a bid to 
Poach the available labour. Nobody, in the 
long run, benefits from this. If, here and 
there, a building job can’t be started let’s 
be bold and say so. No other industry 
that I know of gives instantaneous delivery, 
Irrespective of the weight of the demand, 
and clients will appreciate being told where 
they stand. 

“Certainly no building firm really bene-

fits in the long run from paying plus rates 
unrelated to output. It is now some 13 
years since our industry started incentive 
schemes on sites and in workshops, and 
only about 20 per cent. of all builders have 
worked incentives on their jobs. If we are 
to continue the present trend of produc- 
tivity, then we must have more builders 
applying proper incentive schemes. Plus 
rates can never take the place of a properly 
organised incentives system, which speeds, 
up the job, effects saving in site overheads 
and plant and enables capital to be turned 
over more rapidly. 

“Finally, on the economic situation, I 
would say this. The building industry 
should and must have confidence in its 
own future. There is plenty of work to be 
done. There is no need to scramble after 
every job that comes along like squirrels 
storing nuts for the winter. As I have 
said, the {ndustry cannot isolate itself 
from the rest of the economy and must be 
ready to play its part in riding out any 
economic squalls which may blow up. It 
can best do this by going all out to surpass 
its target of a 6 per cent. increase in 
production this year. This is not the time 
to relax from recruiting and training 
apprentices and students or from invest- 
ing in mechanical plant and management. 
To think that it is would be foolish. Such a 
reaction would harm the firms in the indus- 
try, and indeed, hinder rather than help 
the national economy for years to come. 


Refreshment Breaks 


“So much for the general situation. Now 
for a word on industrial relations and, in 
particular, on refreshment breaks. 

“There has been a great deal of talk, 
particularly on the operatives’ side, about 
what was agreed and what was not agreed 
in the hours and wages settlement negoti- 
ated last year, endorsed by the National 
Joint Council in January, and due to be put 
into effect in October. Such talk is centred 
on the new Refreshment Break Rule and 
its interpretation. 

“The meaning of the new rule is per- 
fectly plain. Before, only one unpaid 
break was officially allowed in a working 
day—namely the dinner break. Now, man- 
agement and operatives on a site are free 
to arrange their refreshment breaks to suit 
themselves. More than one break can be 
taken provided that the aggregate time 
does not exceed one hour. 

“The additional breaks which it has been 
the practice to take on so many sites, have 
been taken hitherto in the employer’s time. 
The rule did not permit otherwise. It does 
so now. This change is in conformity with 
the principle already laid down in the 
Working Rule Agreement that only hours 
worked should be paid for. When work- 
ing hours are being reduced it is a logical 
and reasonable step that the breaks in- 
= in the paid hours should be reduced 
also. 

“Let me emphasize two points. First, 
the agreement was, as has been described, a 
package deal; each side had to concede 
something. We gave the operatives the 
shortest working week and the largest 
hourly increase that they have ever had: in 
return they agreed to wait until October 
for it, and in addition to relax the control 
of overtime and to amend the rule govern- 
ing meal breaks. They agreed at the time, 
and said so publicly, that every step should 
be taken to off-set the extra cost of the 
higher wage rate and the shorter working 
week. I would ask them now—‘How 
does the rule off-set these costs unless the 
old concessionary breaks in the employer's 
time are surrendered?’ 

“Secondly, employers are not seeking to 
stop breaks altogether. We believe, in fact, 
that breaks are necessary, the rule provides 
for them. But that is no reason why the 


employer or the building owner should pay 
for them. As the hourly rate rises the 
building owner, particularly the small 
private building owner, is increasingly op- 
posed to paying for time which is not 
worked. 

“Finally, it should be made clear that 
those who drafted the new rule were fully 
aware of its meaning and of its intention. 
If, having negotiated it fairly and squarely, 
the operatives’ leaders are not prepared to 
stand by it, I can only say that this would 
be a severe threat to the value of the 
whole of our joint machinery and particu- 
larly to the National Joint Council. It 
might well lead to a change in the good 
industrial relations enjoyed for so long in 
the industry. 

“An obstinate attitude of ‘what we have 
we hold’ regardless of the improvements 
in conditions which have been secured is 
diametrically opposed to the spirit of com- 
promise which is essential in all joint 
negotiations. It would put the clock back 
a long way. 

“So far as this Federation is concerned 
it is still our policy to urge member firms 
to implement the agreement with the least 
possible dislocation. 


Firm-price Tendering 


“Another issue which affects building 
costs is firm-price tendering. All builders 
know, or should know, that the essential 
principle of firm-price tendering is that the 
designers must give us the fullest possible 
information and it is their duty to ascer- 
tain their clients’ requirements fully before 
they go out to tender. This is far from 
being the case in many instances today. 

“We have, however, had consultations 
with the Minister of Works on this and, 
as a result, he has asked the Ministers of 
Housing and Local Government, Educa- 
tion and Health to point out to those re- 
sponsible to them how important it is that, 
in their building programmes, they should 
observe their responsibilities in regard to 
proper pre-planning when calling for firm 
prices. 

“I have also told the Minister of Works 
that we are not at all happy about the 
attitude of the material producers. If they 
are not prepared to accept the risk of 
forecasting raw materials, wages and trans- 
port costs in their own fields it seems a 
little unfair that builders, who presumably 
have less information than they, should be 
called upon to do so. The Minister has 
also been asked whether it would not be 
appropriate for a Government which is 
prepared to insist on firm prices from the 
building industry to lay down a similar 
policy for nationalised industry. 

“At our instigation the National Joint 
Consultative Committee of Architects, 
Quantity Surveyors and Builders has 
recently published a statement on the sub- 
ject and we would draw the attention of 
all concerned—private as well as public 
architects and building owners—to the 
seriousness of the position. Despite the 
efforts we are making to get designers and 
clients, as well as materials manufacturers 
and suppliers, to accept their fair share of 
the firm-price burden, I feel bound to say 
that the continuance of firm-price tender- 
ing, as a working principle for building 
contracts, is in danger. This is not our 
fault. We have tried, but, unless there 
is a sudden and spectacular change of 
approach on the part of other sections of 
our industry, building costs are bound to 
be affected, for building contractors cannot 
be expected to pay for the delays and 
uncertainties brought about by the short- 
comings of others. 


Standard Form of Contract 


“There are one or two other points 
relating to contract matters that I should 
like to mention. You will be interested 
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to learn that on the 27th of this month 
the Joint Contracts Tribunal will be meet- 
ing to receive a fresh draft of the revised 
Standard Form of Contract. There is still 
much to be done in this mammoth task of 
revision, but it is satisfactory to know 
that all differences of opinion on matters 
of principle have now been resolved, so 
far as the members of the Tribunal are 
concerned, and that the work which still 
remains to be done is confined to what I 
may best describe as technical matters. 

“In a somewhat related field, in view of 
the impact that outstanding monies—in 
the form of retentions and overdue 
accounts—can have on building costs 
generally, your representatives have been 
in discussion with representatives of the 
architects and surveyors. Clearly this re- 
striction on the liquid financial resources 
available to building firms adds unneces- 
sarily to the cost of building. I think it 
is true to say that the figures we were 
able to give our architect and surveyor 
colleagues surprised them and a study 
group has been formed to take the matter 
further. I am hoping that this move we 
have made on your behalf will be the 
first of a series aimed at reducing this 
heavy burden building firms now carry. 


Direct Labour 


“The National Federation is also main- 
taining constant vigilance on direct labour. 
The debate we had at the half-yearly 
meeting at Liverpool two years ago helped 
us to get a fuller understanding of the 
position and I can now tell you that the 
two publications on the subject which the 
N.F.B.T.E. has since prepared as a guide 
for use in council debates, etc., are being 
used to good effect. 

“I believe that our efforts are not 
entirely unconnected with the fact that the 
steady expansion in direct labour activities 
which went on throughout the 1950s has 
virtually been halted. It has certainly not 
expanded in the last 12 months. This is 
largely due to the efforts which our 
members are making, with the aid of these 
two publications, in their own localities 
and I have been particularly struck by the 
determination being displayed in Liver- 
pool, Cardiff and in some of the London 
boroughs. We must keep up this work 
of protecting the industry from backdoor 
nationalisation. 

“Tt is no secret to any of you that build- 
ing by direct labour is openly advocated 
by some elements in the Labour Party as 
a prelude to the setting up of a National 
Building Corporation and the ultimate 
nationalisation of the building industry. 
I say ‘some elements’ because I know that 
the theory behind this, let alone the 
practical implementation of it, does not 
appeal very much to many in the Labour 
Party who have already had enough 
experience of the National Building Cor- 
poration idea and know that it is a horse 
unlikely to come under starter’s orders. 


“A report published by the Trades 
Union Congress in the spring of this year 
advocated the setting up of a National 
Building Corporation which would work 
in conjunction with direct labour depart- 
ments for carrying out local authority and 
Government Department building work. 
According to this report, the Corporation 
would be free, if it had the available 
resources, to compete with private firms 
for work outside the private sector. Since 
then there has been the usual crop of 
resolutions calling for nationalisation at 
the conferences of the building operatives’ 
unions. 

“Public memory is short. In 1945 the 
Labour Minister of Works put forward the 
idea of a National Building Corporation. 
Some months later it was made known that 
a £100m. organisation with 12,000 opera- 
tives was contemplated. Two months later 
the Minister announced that the idea of 
a National Building Corporation had been 
shelved. Why? In the absence of any 
explanation from the Ministry at the time 
it can only be assumed that the idea was 
dropped because it was quite clear that 
it would not work. 

“It would not work now. It would not 
add a single brick or bag of cement to

available supplies, nor a single craftsman 
or labourer—and these, we all know, are 
the real governing factors in the amount 
of work the industry can do; according to 
official figures it would certainly not add 
to building productivity, for we know that 
were it not for the low rate of output in 
the direct labour field the total output in 
building operations in 1960 would have 
been at least 2 per cent. higher than it was. 

“Of course, powerful though the T.U.C. 
and the N.F.B.T.O. may be, they have yet 
to convince the Labour Party Executive 
that a National Building Corporation is 
a sound policy to pursue. I mention this 
matter, however, because you should all 
know that forces are still at work trying 
to undermine the industry’s progress and 
development. Unfortunately, I cannot help 
feeling that these forces are often moti- 
vated not by a desire for greater efficiency 
in building but by the glittering promise 
of more ‘jobs for the boys’. 

Accident Prevention 

“We are continuing to be active in the 
matter of accident prevention, Earlier in 
the year the Ministry of Labour prepared 
and issued draft regulations for safety and 
accident prevention to cover both building 
and civil engineering. A public inquiry on 
those draft regulations took place in 
London in the spring at which the National 
Federation was represented by learned 
Counsel. 

“At this inquiry, which lasted several 
days, every opportunity was taken to 
modify the original draft in order that, in 
its final form, it should be clear what each 
regulation meant and in order to ensure 
that building employers would not be un- 
necessarily penalised by being asked to 
comply with impracticable requirements. 
The Inspector's report following the 
inquiry will be published fairly soon and 
the new Regulations, which, as I said 
earlier, will cover both building and civil 
engineering work, will be made thereafter. 

“The fact that we opposed some of the 
proposals in the new regulations should 
not be taken as any change in policy. The 
accident record of the industry is bad and 
the Federation will do all within its power 
to promote safety consciousness among 
its members. 

“The Federation has also been associated 
with the F.C.E.C. in devising and publishing 
a standard set of crane signals, and I urge 
you all to see that they are used by your 
men on sites where cranes are operating. 
Cranes are being increasingly used in build- 
ing work, but they are potentially dangerous 
items of plant, Hitherto, crane signals have 
differed from one firm to another and this, 
coupled with the frequency with which a 
crane driver may change his job, has 
tended to increase the risks of accidents, 
particularly in an emergency, when mis- 
takes are more likely to be made. 


Building Advisory Service 


“T cannot allow this opportunity to pass 
without referring to the work of the Build- 
ing Advisory Service. This organisation 
was set up sOMe seven years or so ago and 
I think there were many of us who thought 
at the time that the venture would have, 
at best, only an even chance of success. 
We now know differently. B.A.S. has 
carried out over 300 assignments for build- 


ing firms. In many cases it has obtained 
second and third assignments from the 
same firm. I cannot urge member firms too 


strongly to use this service. They cannot 
fail to benefit from it. 

“Another service—set up to fulfil the 
Federation’s primary purpose of facilitating 
the work of member firms—is that con- 
cerned with technical information. This is 
available to you whether you are a 
national contractor or a small jobbing 
builder. Its existence means that you all 
have at your disposal a qualified scientist 
with a wealth of technical information 
ready to hand to assist you with your 
queries. We do not intend however to 
stand still in this field and we are now 
examining the possibilities of providing a 
truly nation-wide technical information 
service, 
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“Having the best technical information 
available is one thing; having personnel of 
the right calibre within a firm to use it to 
the best advantage is another. This brings 
me to education and training, and I would 
like to say a word here on pre-apprentice- 
ship courses. 

“Where these courses have been run or 
are being run they have been more than 
successful. They fulfil three main purposes: 
they provide school leavers with a sound, 
practical introduction to building, as well 
as an extended period of genera] education; 
they assist the industry in ensuring that 
boys recruited to craft apprenticeships are 
suitable and properly distributed between 
the various trades; and they assist technical 
colleges in providing facilities for building 
craft certificate courses by reducing the risk 
of wastage. 

“I therefore urge you all to bring what- 
ever pressure you can to bear on the 
education authority in your area to intro- 
duce these courses whenever and wherever 
possible. 

“At the same time, we must not neglect 
education and training in the management 
field and I would particularly remind you 
of the different types of courses which are 
available for training in management and of 
the setting up by the Board of Building 
Education of a committee to consider the 
best types of training for the site manage- 
ment of the larger building projects. 

Wide Scope 

“With the changes in general education 
we have experienced in recent years we 
must not only think of recruiting appren- 
tices who, after serving their time, make 
their way forward in the industry through 
the Building Advisory Service courses and 
the City and Guilds of London Institute 
two-year foremanship courses, but also of 
recruiting those who stay at school and 
obtain the General Certificate of Education 
at ‘O’ and/or ‘A’ levels and who should 
and must be encouraged to enter our 
industry as trainees. The wide scope for 
recruitment in the management field 
nevertheless underlines once again the 
importance of recruiting the best type of 
youngsters as apprentices, for the fact is 
that many of these young men _ will 
inevitably be required to fill management 
post before many years are past. 

“I know that a lot of talk is going on 
in different quarters about the length of 
apprenticeship and about our own joint 
apprenticeship scheme, but you will be well 
advised not to allow these comments and 
discussions to influence your decision as to 
whether or not you should take on more 
apprentices at the present time. Of course 
apprenticeship is being discussed. Of course 
the scheme is being re-examined. But this 
is going on all the time, so there is no need 
to hold your horses on recruitment just 
now. In fact, with the bulge of school 
leavers now with us, there is every reason 
why you should recruit for all your worth. 
But for goodness’ sake select; don’t just 
sign on bodies.”

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“TOO LITTLE MONEY AND TOO MUCH FLOODING” 
Hampshire Surveyor’s Annual Report 


» his annual report for 1960-61, Mr. 
H. N. Jenner, Hampshire county 
surveyor, states that the past year was 
notable for too little money and too 
much flooding. 

“The money shortage is not unusual,” 
he says, “but the flooding was; it occurred 
where flooding had not been known before 
and elsewhere it was more serious and in 
the persistent areas it was of unusually 
long duration. The bournes, a chalk stream 
phenomenon, whereby usually dry valleys 
spill over for a month or so in the spring 
every seven years, came up after the 
October heavy rains and flowed con- 
tinuously till after the end of the year. 

“Everywhere the ground was so satur- 
ated that moderate rainstorms were suffi- 
cient again to cause flooding. In a county 
which does not suffer from flooding 
generally, the public were puzzled and 
annoyed. The damage to road surfaces 
was considerable and the programme of 
work had to be altered to provide funds 
for repairs. In compensation, we had no 
expenditure on snow clearing and little on 
frost gritting.” 

Despite delays of grant and the further 
delays of rain, Mr. Jenner says that the 
work on modernising the London to the 
West Road A.31, south-west of Farnham, 
will be finished on time. Nevertheless, he 
points out that traffic studies show that 
little can be done short of spending money 
to make rural roads more safe or increase 
their capacity—‘‘even isolated major im- 
provements merely remove the danger or 
bottleneck to another point along the 
road.” 


Designed as One Scheme 


On heavily trafficked main roads he says 
the whole length should be treated as one 
improvement or at least designed as one 
scheme so that there is continuity of design 
speed and visibility standard for curves 
and crests. “In addition to improving the 
design, the ‘drivability’ of the road can be 
improved with uniform colour and texture 
surfaces. New road signing, landscaping and 
planting can all be planned as a whole.” 

Following are further extracts from Mr. 
Jenner’s report: 

A start has been made on the resurfacing 
and widening of the narrow asphalt main 
roads 20 to 30 years old. The Ministry 
of Transport have approved the proposals 
and agreed the extension of the programme 
to include trunk roads—albeit the funds 
provided by the Ministry were only half 
that required. At this rate the number 
of years will be doubled, and in con- 
sequence additional funds will have to be 
applied to patch and hold some roads to- 
gether to make them last the longer time 
they will have to wait. 

Mechanisation of operations continues 
where possible and as funds allow, and 
shows a considerable credit balance in 
efficiency and service to the road users. 
On the debit side are increased costs for 
improved services. 

There is a need for more drainage of the 
road surface and the sub-base and scope 
for an offset ditching machine to dig and 
maintain roadside ditches. Water on the 
road where it is not the fault of a stopped 
outlet can, in Hampshire, most usually be 
attributed to the overflat cambers which 
have been the vogue. This, with the de- 
formation which has been caused at the 
nearside wheel track by heavy loads, has 
resulted in surface water collecting on the 
road 2ft. to 4ft. from the channel. This 
1S bad generally, but dangerous on flat 
sections of road and at the bottom of 
valleys, The bottoms of valleys are being 
Drovided with open grips and adequate 
culverts. Flat sections of road are being 
given steeper cambers near the channel. 
Experimental work of great importance 
and promise is being undertaken on an 
increasing scale on road bases and surfaces. 


In the latter half of the year the Depart- 
ment put in a great amount of work with 
the London County Council Expanded 
Towns Section and the County Planning 
Department on the new road patterns for 
expanding Andover and Basingstoke towns 
and in advising the Joint Committees. 


Resurfacing 


A total of 108,200 tons of base and 
surfacing materials was laid by mechanical 


means during the year. Of this total, 
76,094 tons were laid by the County 
Council’s Barber-Greene finishers and 


32,016 tons by contractors’ machines and 
other mechanical plant. 

The total output from the Council’s 
plant at Micheldever was 62,999 tons. This 
is a record for the plant and reflects the 
benefits obtained from the modifications 
and improvements which were completed 
towards the end of 1959-60. 

The bump integrator which was pur- 
chased during the year is used to measure 
the riding quality (the irregularity index) 
of new surfaces which have been laid to 
ensure that the best possible riding sur- 
faces are obtained. The instrument is 
also used to check the settlement of 
sections of new carriageways which have 
been constructed on difficult sites to 
ascertain when the majority of the settle- 
ment has taken place so that the laying 
of the final running surface can be deferred 
until that time. 

Major improvement work was again con- 
centrated on Class I routes, the principal 
being road A.31 from Winchester to the 
Surrey County boundary. The object was 
to complete the three-year programme for 
the modernisation of this route, with the 
exception of the by-passes for Bentley, 
Alton and Alresford, by the end of the 
year. This, however, was not possible 
partly on account of lack of grant and 
partly because work was delayed by the 
continuous wet weather. An _ unusual 
aspect of the delay caused by the rain was 
that chalk excavated from cuttings was too 
wet to be consolidated under embank- 
ments. Thirty per cent. moisture content 
was shown in some samples, which was 
more than the theoretical holding capacity 
and more than the 15 per cent. optimum 
for chalk to be used as filling under 
carriageways. 

Although at the start of the year it was 
feared that Ministry of Transport grant 
would be insufficient to continue with the 
efforts which had already been made, extra 
grants were issued later in the year which 
made it possible to proceed. 

The largest of the supplementary grants 
was for the provision of dual carriageways 
from Ovington to Alresford. Work was 
well in hand on this scheme by the end 
of the year and it was anticipated that 
this length and others where unavoidable 
delays had occurred would be open to 
traffic by mid-summer, 1961. 


Experimental Work 


An experimental section of surfacing 
was laid on A.337 at Lyndhurst, using 20 
per cent. of pitch in straight-run residual 
bitumen of 60-70 penetration. The addi- 
tion of the pitch to the bitumen causes a 
certain amount of weathering of the sur- 
face owing to the oxidation of the pitch, 
with the result that the material resembles 
more nearly an asphalt incorporating 50 
per cent. Trinidad Lake asphalt in the 
binder, which has been used to a very 
great extent in the past in this county. 

Because of the very wet weather which 
was experienced during the winter and the 
inability to obtain adequate supplies of 
good quality gravel, a granular base 
material, consisting of a mixture of clean 
limestone and scalpings from the Mendips, 
was used for the first time on a number 
of schemes. This material was used in 
particular on A.31 at Froyle and on a 
difficult site on A.333 at Staple Cross, 
Boarhunt. This material proved to be 


satisfactory and more of it will be used 
on other schemes. 

Two rubber-tyred rollers of different 
makes were used for rolling surface dress- 
ing chippings. Although the results wére 
entirely satisfactory it is not considered 
that this type of roller has sufficient uses 
to justify the purchase of any at present. 

Experiments were carried out in two 
Divisions using p.v.c. instead of plastic for 
marking “Halt” on the carriageway. It 
gave excellent results. This material was 
also used for a pedestrian crossing on 
T.R. A.303 in Andover, 


Mechanisation 

In order to effect savings in operating 
costs at the Micheldever Asphalt Work, 
four eight-wheeled diesel-engined vehicles 
fitted with insulated end tipping bodies and 
capable of carrying a 15-ton payload were 
purchased. They proved to be most suc- 
cessful and additional vehicles will be 
added to the fleet. 

To increase the efficiency of the winter 
gritting organisation, three 7-ton vehicles 
which had served their useful purpose as 
asphalt carriers were fitted with 7 cu. yd. 
bulk gritter bodies. Although designed 
primarily for winter gritting, experiments 
are to be made to find out whether or not 
this type of body can be adapted to dis- 
tribute surface dressing aggregate. 

Fourteen 4-ton diesel-powered vehicles, 
fitted with all metal low-loading end- 
tipping bodies, were also bought. 

The two mechanical sweeper-collectors 
at present in service have been of great 
benefit to the Divisions in which they have 
been employed. Two more mechanical 
sweepers and two suction sweepers were, 
therefore, purchased. The suction sweepers 
are of an entirely new design, and it is 
hoped that the operating costs of this type 
will show a saving in maintenance and 
repair expenditure compared with the 
mechanical sweepers. 

One light and one heavy duty tractor, 
each fitted with rear-mounted excavating 
equipment and fore-end loading shovels, 
were bought for ditch maintenance and 
general excavation work. 

Sixteen diesel-engined tractors with live 
power take-off and each fitted with fast 
operating fore-end loaders and left hand 
mid-mounted cutting equipment were also 
purchased. 


CENTRAL ADVISORY WATER 
COMMITTEE 

The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, Mr. Henry Brooke, has re- 
viewed the composition of the Central 
Advisory Water Committee and made 
various re-appointments and new appoint- 
ments. The membership is drawn from the 
major interests concerned with water, e.g. 
water supply, industry, scientists, agri- 
culture, river boards. The Minister is 
chairman of the Committee, and the vice- 
chairman is the Parliamentary Secretary, 
Sir Keith Joseph. 

Since its reconstitution in 1955 the 
Committee has published reports on the 
demand for water in England and Wales, 
on information on water resources and on 
the law dealing with the disposal of trade 
effluents. 


PARK INVESTMENTS PLAN 

FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS 
Mr. John Powell, managing director of 
Park Investments, Ltd., 98 Park Lane, W.1, 
has announced that his company have 
arranged a £44m. loan with the Co- 
operative Insurance Society, Ltd., so that 


the Company can _ undertake further 
developments. Park Investments have 
recently purchased a 64-acre site at 


Walton-on-Thames, Surrey, and have also 
acquired sites in Chelsea, for the erection 
of an eight-storey block of luxury flats, 
and further sites in Bournemouth, Bristol 
and Worthing for additional development. 
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An Eeonomist Comments... 


AM convinced that the Chancellor’s 
decision not to re-introduce any 
direct controls on construction was 
essentially sound. It was also cour- 
ageous because there was a strong body 
of opinion, within Treasury circles and 
outside, that was very much in favour 
of some sort of direct restriction. 

To my mind, their reasoning is difficult 
to follow. Admittedly the industry is as 
busy, or even busier than any. But why 
shouldn’t it be? We hear a lot now about 
economic growth and, in particular, our 
failure to keep pace with the advances 
made by other countries. Construction 
surely must be a vital element in this pro- 
cess; without it indeed it could not pro- 
ceed at all. 

To talk about technical progress is futile 
if there is nowhere to put the improved 
machines—something like half our fac- 
tories are more than 50 years old. It is 
nonsense to talk about doubling living 
standards if housing standards, office and 
factory standards are got going to follow 
suit. 

In talking to my colleagues connected 
with other industries I am often puzzled 
by their attitude towards the construction 
industry. They tend to regard it as a 
“residual” industry, to be considered only 
when the more glamorous industries like 
steel, chemicals, and those that export, 
have been catered for. Where would any 
of these industries be without contracting? 
They should be happy to see it expanding 
fast. 

Nor is there the slightest indication that 
the industry, taken as a whole, is falling 
down on its job. The improvement in 
output, total and per head, has been quite 
remarkable in the past few years. Since 
1954 contracting output per head, accord- 
ing to the official figures, has gone up by 
26 per cent. In manufacturing, the in- 
crease is barely 15 per cent. The most 
rapid spurt in contracting output, it should 
be noted, took place in the last three years; 
years when the industry has been virtually 
free from direct controls. 

Individual contractors, I know, have got 
their difficulties; acute labour shortages, 
irritating material delivery delays, inade- 
quate briefs about what they are supposed 
to build, and so on. All because everyone 
is very, very busy. To them I would 
suggest that such things have a habit of 
righting themselves, even swinging the 
other way. No doubt the Chancellor, in 
reaching his decision, thought about these 
particular pros and cons. 


Signposts for the Sixties 


The Labour Party’s new policy state- 
ment, “Signposts for the Sixties,” has had 
a reasonably favourable reception. A 
number of the old party shibboleths are 
trotted out and there is the usual attempt 
to placate different views within the Party; 
nonetheless it is a document that cannot 
be dismissed lightly. 

The emphasis is, of course, on planning; 
and to the majority of people in this 
country, planning is no longer the 
anathema that it once was. At this very 
moment the Department of Applied Eco- 
nomics of Cambridge University is pre- 
paring a plan of the British economy in 
1970: many contractors I know are of 
the opinion that someone, somewhere, 
should be looking beyond the immediate 
future of the industry. 

The land proposals, those for the exten- 
sion of public ownership, and for a 
National Industrial Planning Board seem 
to concern contractors most. 


Land

BUILDING LICENSING 


In essence, the idea would be to set up a 
Land Commission to purchase the freehold 
of land on which building or rebuilding 
was to be authorised. Although the trans- 
fer of the freehold of building land to 
public ownership would be gradual, the 
new system would, it is claimed, at once 
stop the uncontrolled rise in land values 
and the exploitation of the public by the 
private speculator and landowner. Actual 
permission would not be granted for 
private development until the freehold had 
been acquired by the commission or the 
commission had decided not to buy the 
land because, for example, the change was 
too unimportant to justify public purchase. 

The price paid by the commission for 
the site would be based on its value for 
its present use, together with an ampunt 
sufficient to cover any contingent losses by 
the owner and to encourage the willing 
sale of land. Having acquired the free- 
hold, the commission would lease the site, 
where it was approved for private develop- 
ment, on terms which ensured that the 
commission obtained the benefit of a 
future rise in the value of the land. The 
commission might also, in suitable cases, 
follow the precedent of the insurance com- 
panies and negotiate a share in the rents 
of the buildings to be erected. 

The land problem is, of course, ex- 
tremely urgent: a failure to solve it could 
grind the contracting industry to a halt. 
But I doubt whether the Labour Party have 
provided the answer any more than anyone 
else has. The purchase by the State, at 
present use values plus an inducement 
bonus, of all land which undergoes 
development seems grossly to over-simplify 
an extremely complex problem. To the 
contractor, the acid test must be whether 
it permits development to go on. 

The Labour Party’s scheme would seem 
to impose the maximum discouragement to 
owner and developers alike. The proposed 
Land Commission would first have to 
decide whether it wanted to buy the free- 
hold or not. It would then have to esti- 


mate the purchase price on “value for 
present use” _Plus what is required to 
ensure a “willing sale”; then possibly 


wrangle about who should get what cuts 
from the projected enterprise. Potentially 
a lawyer’s paradise. 

To me the idea smatters altogether too 
much of the old Development Charges: it 
is not even clear whether the purpose is 
to stifle the rise in land values or to divert 
the profits of development to the State. 

However, Conservative thought seems to 
be running on similar lines. In an issue 
of “Crossbow” mainly devoted to the Con- 
Servative attitude to town and country 
planning, the editor argues that while the 
operation of the free market should con- 
tinue to regulate land prices, betterment 
should be taxed—either by rating of site 
values or by a simple turnover tax on 
dispositions of land. 

Neither of these suggestions is likely to 
solve the land problem overnight. The 
Government has certainly taken a positive 
step by asking local planning authorities 
to increase the amount of land allocated 
for development, and to make adequate 
provision for development elsewhere where 
green belts are included in a plan. The 
Government is also concerned about the 
redevelopment of existing built-up areas. 

The outcome will be watched with 
interest. But I keep thinking of a com- 
ment I heard the other day that the price 
of a square yard of land is still no more 
than the price of a square yard of lino- 
leum: to me, this is no empty catch 
phrase but basic economic thinking. 


Public Ownership 
Here the Party argues that where 
national assistance is required by manu- 


facturing industry, it should be made con- 
ditional on public participation in the 


enterprise—the setting up, for example, of 
a joint venture with the State as at least 
an equal partner. 

In this vague and undogmatic way, 
nationalisation is made to sound digestible. 
Public ownership of contracting, I note, 
came up yet again at the end of May at 
the T.U.C. Annual Conference of Trades 
Councils. The outcome was that Govern- 
ment control by building licensing and the 
setting up of a National Building Corpora- 
tion to undertake actual building activities 
independently of the existing firms are to 
be considered and amplified jointly by the 
General Council and the N.F.B.T.O. 

This will take time, but the natural 
swing of the party political pendulum 
suggests that the industry might be well 
advised to have ready its arguments against 
nationalisation, and refurbish them where 
necessary. 


Planning for Expansion 


Labour would create a National Indus- 
trial Planning Board integrated with the 
Government’s own planning machinery and 
in close touch with both sides of industry. 
In consultation with industry, the board 
would work out the expansion plans of 
the basic sectors of the economy and see 
that the resources are there to meet them. 
In consultation with Government depart- 
ments, it would direct industrial expansion 
to areas where labour is available and 
where new work is needed. 

There will probably be much sympathy 
for this proposal from both within and 
outside the industry. Into it can be read 


those long-term (five years or more) 
published building programmes’ which 
some consider could prove the most 


powerful of all 
output. 

Whether this is practical economics (or 
practical politics) is perhaps doubtful. 
Investment planning is all very well; pro- 
vided it is channelled in the right direc- 
tion. It is becoming increasingly evident 
that much of Britain’s post-war investment 
has, in fact, been wrongly directed—in the 
early post-war years, for example, too 
much priority was given to investment in 
energy and too little to transport. 

It is indisputable that most of these 
major misdirections of investment have 
been made by Governments. The Labour 
Party proposal, to stand any chance of 
success, would have to lean very heavily 
on the views of industry.

NEWPORT-WORCESTER TRUNK

the Newport-Worcester trunk road No. 79 
between Ross By-pass and Monmouth A.40

The scheme comprises 34 miles of dual 
carriageways with three underpasses, and 
involves heavy earthworks with consider- 
able rock excavation.

\ ORK is expected to begin in about 

twelve months’ time on the erec- 
tion of offices at St. James’s Street and 
Ryder Street, London, S.W.1, for The 
Economist and The Economist Intelli- 
gence Unit. 

The area of the site is 19,600 sq. ft., and 
this will be occupied, after demolition of 
the existing buildings, by a 14-storey tower 
block, a separate four-storey building to 
house a bank and shops, and a seven-floor 
residential block to be used by the adjacent 
Boodle’s Club. 


Architectural Continuity 


Architecturally, the problem was to 
maintain the continuity of St. James’s 
Street while producing a new urban pattern 
which would avoid false antiquarianism 
yet fit in with the neighbouring buildings. 

For these reasons the plan as finally 
developed provides for three separate 
buildings. The smallest of these, on the 
corner of St. James’s Street and Ryder 
Street, is designed to continue the roof 
line of Boodle’s Club and to avoid any 
clash in the balance of its elevation. 

A short flight of steps between this first 
building and the Club will lead up to an 
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open space, which 
will extend all the 
way through to Bury 
Street. 

The tower block, at 
the corner of Ryder 
Street and Bury 
Street, will be square 
in shape with cham- 
fered corners, giving 
an octagonal appearance. It will be raised 
above the open space on stilts, as will the 
residential block, giving a total height 
above street level of 16 floors, with a base- 
ment beneath which will house 50 cars, 
stores, postroom, and services. 

A 10ft. 6in. module will be employed 
with the tower, further divisible at the 
5ft. 3in. mullions, and each floor will be 
designed to provide a ring of offices around 
a central core. In this way, apart from 
staircases, lifts and lavatories, no part of 
the building will be more than 18ft. from 
a window. 

The Bank building, next to Boodle’s, 
will have four floors each of approximately 
3,000 sq. ft., much of the pavement level 
floor being occupied by two shops, and 
the main banking hall of Martins Bank 
will occupy the whole of the first floor,

which will be reached by escalator. The 
module of this building is 10ft. 6in. with- 
Out subdivision to match the scale of St. 
James’s Street. 

With a module of 5ft. 3in. the residential 
block will have seven floors each of 
approximately 1,500 sq. ft.. made up of 
a ladies’ annexe and four floors of bed- 
rooms to Boodle’s Club, with flats over. 


Reinforced Concrete Structure 


All the buildings will have a reinforced 
concrete structure in which the floors are 
flat slabs spanning between the outer 
T-shaped columns (which enlarge as they 
come down the building) and the walls 
surrounding the vertical circulation and 
services cores. The external skin of the 
building will be of Portland Stone with 
fixed double glazed windows. The windows 
and the trim by which they are clipped into 
the structural openings will be in anodised 
aluminium. 

The tower block and bank building will 
be air-conditioned on a single duct induc- 
tion system. Air will be fed down from 
the air-conditioning plant on the roof, and 
hot and cold water will be pumped up from 
the basement plant room, the ducts and 
pipes running behind the columns into 
individually controlled units below the 
windows in every room. Air will be 
extracted through the core. 

In the residential block there will be 
conventional convector heating and open- 
ing windows. 

Lighting to offices will be from a con- 
cealed source over the filing bank which 
will reflect light off the underside of the 
flat slab. No visible fittings will exist 
except for individual desk lights. 

The double-sided filing bank will divide 
the internal corridor from the offices and 
is designed to give maximum convenience 
and variation of storage without clutter.

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A LAWYER CONSIDERS... 


Liability for Bad Supervision — Mechanical Defects 


AN interesting case concerning the 
Building (Safety, Health and Welfare) 
Regulations has been reported, Byers v 
Head, Wrightson and Co., Ltd. [(1961) 2 
All E.R, 538]. The facts were that B was 
employed as a charge hand steel erector on 
the construction of a nuclear reactor tank 
at Harwell by a firm of sub-contractors, 
H.W., Ltd. One Saturday B was in charge 
of a job of removing a movable welding 
set from the site. He had two men with 
him and only one other man was on the 
site. This welding set was awkward to 
move, being unstable with a high centre 
of gravity. The easiest way to remove 
it would have been by crane but no crane 
was available. 


The way out of the site for this machine 
meant that this ungainly piece of 
machinery had to cross a trench outside 
the works. Usually this trench was filled 
in with sleepers to support a run which 
was used by lorries. But on this Saturday 
only a plank for pedestrians remained. B 
and his two men widened this plank with 
other planks and they also supported the 
planks by using timbering collected from 
the site. The planks and the timbering 
were the best available on the site. The 
machine was man-handled onto the planks, 
one man pulling and one man pushing with 
B on one side trying to keep it upright. 
It developed a bad list as one plank took 
the whole weight and fell on top of B, 
breaking his leg. B sued his employers 
for damages for this injury. 


What is a Building? 


B based his claim on ordinary common 
law negligence by his employers and also 
on breach of the duty they owed to him 
under the Building Safety Regulations. 
The case is chiefly reported in regard to 
this latter claim. The employers in fight- 
ing the claim firstly contended that the 
Regulations did not apply at all to this 
particular job and site. In considering this 
contention the Court had to look fairly 
carefully at what the actual work was. 
The whole project involved groups of 
associated structures of which some were 
clearly buildings in any sense of the term, 
like offices and laboratories. In the middle 
of these groups was what was known as 
the “Sealed Reactor Building”; its central 
feature was a fuel element and H.W., Ltd., 
were exclusively concerned in installing the 
fuel element and the many protective 
guards around it. They were apparently 
required by the Ministry of Works not to 
do “builders’ work” which was sub- 
contracted to two other companies. Was 
this work of H.W., Ltd., a “building” to 
which the Regulations applied? 


By Regulation 2(1) the Regulations ap- 
ply to the following operations: “the 
construction, structural alteration, repair 
or maintenance of a building . . . the demo- 
lition of a building and the preparation 
for; and laying the foundation of, an 
intended building whether or not the 
building is on or adjacent to the site of 
work of engineering construction within 
the meaning of the Factories Act, 1937, 
and to machinery or plant used in such 
operations. ... ” The Regulation then 
specifically excludes a number of works 
of civil and marine engineering. 


On examining the authorities the Court 
was satisfied that the question whether 
or not a particular structure is or is not 
a building is a question of fact to be 
decided in each case on the evidence. In 
one case the court of appeal had decided 
that a company installing steam generating 
plant. floors and galleries connected by 
stairways and chutes, and boilers and cool- 
ing chambers were taking part in the con- 
struction of a building; so there was 
ground for holding that the word “‘build- 
ing” was to be fairly widely interpreted. 


In another case Salmon J. said, “It seems 
to me that it is quite possible for a 
structure to be a building within the mean- 
ing of the Regulations notwithstanding 
that it is not enclosed by walls and a roof 
and is not one of the more ordinary forms 
of building.” The Court therefore felt it- 
self free to look at the whole project and 
decide, as an intelligent onlooker, whether 
it would be reasonable to say that H.W., 
Ltd., were engaged on the construction of 
a building. It is not surprising that the 
Court concluded they were so engaged and 
the Regulations therefore applied. 


Negligence and Breach of Duty 


On the facts the Court was satisfied 
that the company were negligent at com- 
mon law in that they had not taken reason- 
able care for B’s safety by proper planning 
and supervision of the operation of taking 
away this machine. It was also satisfied 
that the temporary bridge of planks was 
a “scaffold” as defined in the Regulations 
and that it was not constructed in the way 
laid down in the Regulations. The em- 
ployers were therefore held to be in breach 
of their duty under the Regulations to B. 

The employers, having failed to prove 
that the Regulations did not apply to this 
work, tried to defeat B’s claim by using 
the important case of Ginty v Belmont 
Building Supplies, Ltd. In that case the 
employee was roofing a _ building but 
through his own stupidity did not use 
boards and was injured; the Regulations 
said that for the operation the employee 
was performing boards “shall be provided 
and used”; this laid an obligation on the 
employer to use boards but solely by their 
employee’s stupidity the employer had not 
used boards and was in breach of the 
Regulations; the employee tried to claim 
for this breach but the Court would not 
admit a claim which was in fact founded 
on the employee’s own act or failure to 
act. The Court in Ginty’s case merely 
asked the question, “Whose fault was this 
accident?” and the question on the facts 
in that case answered itself—of course it 
was the employee’s fault. The Court was 
asked to say that the present case was on 
all fours with this case; that the reason 
why H.W., Ltd., were in breach of the 
Regulations was solely because of the 
failure of B to observe them in providing 
a really safe bridge across the trench for 
this operation; and that if the question 
“Whose fault was it?” was asked the 
answer would be “Entirely B’s fault.” 

The Court, however, rejected this argu- 
ment without in any way casting doubt on 
the principle laid down in Ginty’s case. On 
the facts the Court was simply not satisfied 
that much blame attached to B at all so 
that the company certainly could not say 
that the sole reason for their breach of the 
Regulations was B’s failure to observe 
them. This argument therefore failed. 


Contributory Negligence 


The employers’ final attempt to relieve 
themselves of some part at least of their 
liability was to allege that B had been 
negligent himself and contributed by that 
negligence to his injuries; the damages 
should therefore be reduced by the amount 
which would represent B’s share of respon- 
sibility. But the Court would have none 
of this. It commented, “the company in 
my opinion required B by means of impro- 
visation at short notice and unassisted by 
supervision to undertake a task which... 
was beyond his competence as a charge- 
hand steel erector. ...In my opinion B 
went about this improvisation job as one 
would expect a sensible sort of man to do 
within the limits of his range, those limits 
not being limited to experience but to 
general grasp. What counsel for the com- 
pany is doing is tantamount to faulting a 
corporal for not measuring up to the 
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standard of a trade- qualified _ staff- 
sergeant.” 

The case shows that while the Courts, 
so far as they can, will not penalise an 
employer where he is not really at fault 
or allow a workman to recover for what is 
really his own foolishness, they will never- 
theless not expect too much foresight and 
ability from workmen. If, therefore, 
liability is to be avoided, and insurance 
premiums kept down, management ought 
to ensure better planning and supervision 
of work on sites than was apparent in this 


case as reported. 
Mechanical Fault 


PROSECUTION of interest to all 

drivers and those who employ them 
has been reported on the hearing of an 
appeal against conviction for dangerous 
driving, Regina v Spurge [(1961) 2 All E.R. 
688]. 

S was driving a sports car round a 
dangerous left-hand bend. He went over 
a double white line on to the wrong side 
of the road and collided with a motor 
scooter. He was prosecuted on a charge 
of driving a motor vehicle in a manner 
dangerous to the public contrary to the 
Road Traffic Act, 1930. 

S had taken delivery of this car a few 
days before, having been told by the seller 
that the brakes had been overhauled. 
Nevertheless they were defective and, as § 
knew, when applied at even a moderate 
speed tended to pull the car towards the 
offside. In his defence he tried to argue 
that the cause of the accident was not 
his manner of driving but the mechanical 
defect. 

The Court of Criminal Appeal, sitting 
with five judges to consider the law on this 
important and novel point, decided that 
S's defence could not succeed. But in 
coming to that decision they also laid 
down the law on the relation of this kind 
of mechanical defect to charges of 
dangerous and careless driving. The law 
on this matter is that it is a defence to a 
charge of dangerous driving or careless 
driving that the driver, without fault of his 
own, was deprived of control of the vehicle 
because of a mechanical defect therein of 
which he did not know and which was not 
such a defect as by the exercise of reason- 
able prudence he should have discovered. 
That being the law it is easy to see why 
S’s appeal was dismissed as he actually 
knew of the defect in the brakes and the 
steering. 

While a claim for damages and a prose- 
cution are quite different nevertheless this 
statement of the law would probably hold 
good if a driver is being sued for negli- 
gence; he would probably escape liability 
if he could show that he neither knew nor, 
by exercising reasonable prudence, ought 
to have known of this mechanical defect. 

Good maintenance and taking no risks 
in running vehicles which are in any way 
out of order is the best way to avoid 
liability for accidents in which the main 
cause is a mechanical defect. 


NEW LONDON MUSEUM 
PROPOSAL 


The L.C.C. are considering a proposal 
for the establishment of a local museum 
for London by combining ‘the London 
Museum and the Guildhall Museum. A 
new building would cost about £1,500,000, 
and annual running costs would amount 
to about £125,000. 

The Council’s general purposes com- 
mittee, who envisage that the cost of the 
scheme would be shared by the L.C.C., the 
Government and the City Corporation, are 
to present a more comprehensive report 
on the idea after the summer recess. 
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CORNISH DAM IS 
480 FEET LONG 


Drift Valley Scheme 


Inaugurated 


HE recent inauguration of the 
£360,000 Lower Drift dam and 
reservoir for the West Cornwall Water 
Board marked the completion of a 
major stage in proposals to improve 
water supplies in the areas of Penzance, 
St. Just and Penwith. 

A gravity dam in mass concrete, the 
structure is curved to 700ft. radius and is 
480ft. long, with a maximum height of 
73.5ft. above the 88ft.-wide broad founda- 
tion. The maximum height above the 
original ground level is 54ft., and the dam 
has a top width of 7ft. 


Grout Curtain 


Approximately 27,500 cu. yd. of con- 
crete is contained in the dam, which had 
35 tons of cement and sand injected as 
grout foundations through a total of 
18,000ft. of boreholes. These boreholes 
were sunk to a maximum depth of 100ft. 
below the 6ft.-wide cut-off trench, which 
itself has a maximum depth of 32ft. below 
the foundation. The area of the grout 
curtain is 5,700 sa. yd., with approximately 
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1.2cwt. of cement per 
sq. yd. About }cwt. 
of cement was used 
per foot run of bore- 
hole. 


Thirty feet in 
length, the centre 
section of spillway 
has a crest level of 
275.0 O.D., the re- 
mainder of the spillway having a crest 
level of 275.5 O.D. The capacity of the 
spillway and tailbay, with a 4ft. depth of 
water, is 4m. cusecs. An overflow weir 
which has been provided at the dam is 
136ft. long. 

The surface area of the reservoir formed 
by the dam is 64 acres, giving a storage 
capacity of 290,000,000 gallons; a minimum 
dry weather flow of 500,000 gallons per 
day, or 0.2 cusecs. per 1,000 acres; and a 
reliable yield of 2,600,000 gallons per day. 
Compensation water amounts to 300,000 
gallons per day, the area of gathering 
ground being 4,762 acres and the average 
annual rainfall being 46.5in.

At the site of the dam granite is usually 
massive on the high ground, but often 
deteriorates into irregular fissured, partly 
kaolinised rock and china clay in the 
bottom of the valleys. In the Drift Valley 
the presence of highly kaolinised intrusion 
was anticipated from the recovered 
materials from trial pits and borings which 
preceded the work, but when the founda- 
tions of the dam were excavated the in- 
trusion proved wider than expected, and 
able to sustain in the worst place only 
24 tons per sq. ft. without excessive settle- 
ment, instead of 44 tons per sq. ft. as 
originally believed. This necessitated an 
alteration to the design under part of the 
spillway by an addition to the upstream 
side of the dam to spread the load. 

As a safeguard against seepage and 
cavitation under the dam an extensive pro- 
gramme of grouting was undertaken 
throughout its length, and a special sand 
filter laid down on the downstream side 
of the spillway. 

The stop to seal the dam was put in by 
frogmen on January 21, 1961, and the 
reservoir overflowed on February 3, 1961. 


Pressure Relief 


A system of vertical pressure relief holes 
leading to the tunnel and gallery indicate 
any leakage past the grout curtains. The 
seepage from these pressure relief holes in 
the inspection gallery is only about 1,000 
gallons per day, and has not varied 
materially for three months. In addition 
to the inspection gallery there is another 
gallery at a lower level in the dam, over 
the clay and crystalline seams, from which 
injection treatment can be carried out if 
ever required. ; 

Water from the reservoir gravitates 
through an 18in. pipe to the existing filtra- 
tion plant immediately downstream of the 
dam. The treatment consists of coagula- 
tion with aluminium sulphate and sodium 
aluminate, sedimentation in upward flow 
tanks, pressure filtration, the addition of 
lime for pH correction and post-chlorina- 
tion. The plant is capable of 50,000 
gallons per hour at a rate of 100 gallons 
per sq. ft. per hour through the filters, and 
it seems probable that the existing plant 
will be doubled to deal with the maximum 
yield from the new impounding reservoir. 
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Treated water is pumped against a static 
head of about 170ft. to the existing 
1,000,000-gallon capacity covered reservoir 
at Chywoone by three electrically driven 
two-stage centrifugal pumps, with one 
pump in reserve. 

The configuration of the area served by 
the board necessitated the construction of 
nine reinforced concrete reservoirs, of 
which one has been completed, four are 
under construction, and four have yet to 
be started. Six existing service reservoirs 
over 5,000 gallons capacity, of which one 
at Carn Bosavern will be covered, will be 
retained in connection with the water 
supply improvements. 

Eventually all major service reservoirs 
will be connected by telephone operating 
Teleytone transmitters for audible level 
indication, enabling those in control to 
determine the amount of water in any 
reservoir at any time by a telephone call 
to the unmanned reservoir. 


Distribution Mains 


The provision of distribution mains con- 
stitutes a major part of the water supply 
improvement scheme, as the villages, ham- 
lets and farms served are thinly scattered 
over the Board’s area. 

An 8in. main with Tyton joints serving 
Crows-an-Wra and the Sennen and Land’s 
End districts, through the Leha service 
reservoir, formed part of a £106,000 con- 
tract which included the provision of a 
4in. and a 3in. main serving Sheffield and 
Lamorna. 

A similar 8in. main has been laid to 
Cryor service reservoir and, with small 
diameter pipes emanating from there, all 
the St. Just area from Kelynack, Cripples- 
hill and Tregeseal on to Pendeen Light- 
house and Morvah will be supplied. This 
contract is estimated to cost £144,000. 

The existing inefficient supply to Madron 
is to be improved by pumping water from 
Boscathnoe through a new 6in. main to 
Madron village utilising the existing 
service pipes, at a cost of about £7,000. 

An important contract in the scheme, 
estimated to cost £150,000, covers the 
supply to the area east of Penzance and 
will serve Nancledra in the North, St. Erth 
in the north-east, and Relubbus, Carter’s 
Downs, and Perranuthnoe in the east. The 
scheme in this area has a backbone of large 
diameter supply mains capable of augment 
ing the water supplies at Hayle and St. 
Ives. 

Further contracts, estimated to cost 
£40,000, are envisaged to cover Sparnon, 
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Tren and Penberth in the Land’s End 
district, while mains for Newbridge, Lelant 
Downs and Praze are under consideration 
at an estimated cost of £55,000. 

The large volume of water required for 
the eastern section will necessitate the 
provision of a l5in. gravity main to serve 
the low-lying parts of Penzance, as the 
existing 12in. pumped water main _ to 
Penzance is inadequate to serve both 
Penzance and the eastern area. The 15in.

ORK is almost complete on the 

first open-sided multi-storey ramp 

car park to be built in London. It will 

accommodate up to 700 vehicles on 

11 half-floors, arranged in two staggered 
tiers connected by cross ramps. 

The structure stands on a frontage of 
226ft. in Aldersgate Street, E.C.1. On its 
ground floor are showrooms and service 
facilities, with further parking space for 
large cars and vans in the basement. In 
addition there is a filling station in the 
forecourt with underground storage for 
24,000 gallons of petrol. All parking floors 
are open-sided, with a white concrete 
grillage in place of windows, 

A lease of the site for car park develop- 
ment was obtained from the Corporation 
of London and a contract was placed with 
the Russell Building and Contracting Co., 
Ltd., in association with the Vibrated Con- 
crete Construction Co., Ltd., to erect the 
building to the designs of Oscar Garry and 
Partners, architects. The Fram Reinforced 
Concrete Co., Ltd., were appointed to design 
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The facade of the new car park at Aldersgate Street 


and supply the reinforcement and the pre- 
cast floors and columns. 

The project was financed jointly by the 
three contracting companies who have now 
formed themselves into the Fram Group, 
Ltd., for large scale development and con- 
struction throughout Britain: Aldersgate 
Multi-Park, Ltd., the promoters have 
transferred an operating concession on the 
Aldersgate Street site to Meyers Bros., who 
handle more than 100 car parking units 
throughout the U.S.A. 


Long Span Pre-stressed Beams 


The frampark stands 40ft. back from the 
roadway. Two 14ft. wide ramps lead to 
the basement and two up to the first half- 
floor at the rear, which is connected by 
cross ramps 14ft. wide, at a gradient of 1 in 
10, with the lowest half-floor in front. 
Each successive floor in the split-level 
scheme of construction is 4ft. higher than 
the one below. There are passenger lifts 
near the main staircase. 


To minimise obstruction by supporting

columns, the floors consist of more than 
1,100 pre-cast and pre-tensioned concrete 
T-beam units, each 33ft. long by 30in. wide 
and 10in. deep, giving a headroom of 7ft. 
between the floors in each tier. The beams 
were manufactured at the Birmingham and 
Manchester works of the Fram Reinforced 
Concrete Co., Ltd., and transported daily, 
five at a time by road on articulated 
trailers to London. 


The external grillage, running the full 
length of each floor, back and front, gives 
the building an unusual honeycombed 
appearance. The 500 white reinforced con- 
crete columns and 950 cross members of 
this grillage were pre-cast in fibreglass 
moulds at the Fram Co.’s Manchester 
factory _and bolted together on site. 
Decorative cherry-red panels are fitted 
Qomenen the columns at the level of each 
oor. 


Building and maintenance costs have 
been reduced by the open-sided construc- 
tion, which does away with the need for 
mechanical ventilation and fire sprinklers 
on every floor above ground. Although 
little rain will enter, all floors have been 
water-proofed as a precaution against water 
and snow brought in by the cars. 


The main foundations are reinforced 
concrete strip footings, designed for a load- 
ing of 2 tons. per sq. ft. They go down 
3ft. below the basement except where 
isolated pockets, probably caused by bomb- 
ing, had to be filled in to depth of up to 
23ft. below pavement level. 


The building has a fire resistance of 2 
hours, except for the basement where 4 
hours were specified. Fire precautions 
include fire doors on the ramps to the base- 
ment and sprinklers have, of course, been 
fitted in the ground floor show rooms. 
Exhaust fans in the basement can handle 
six complete changes of air every hour. 


Further Plans 


The new Frampark is one of 11 ramped 
or mechanical garages to be built round 
the City perimeter during the next few 
years, Fourteen were planned, but two of 
these, near St. Pauls and the G.P.O., were 
abandoned owing to the multiplicity of 
telephone cables which would have had to 
be disturbed. Plans for a car park at the 
junction of Ludgate Circus and Pilgrim 
Street were also scrapped. 


The remaining 11 are expected to 


provide parking space for approximately 
4,500 vehicles. 
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MUNICIPAL’S AMALGAMATION 
PROPOSAL 


**No Further Action ” 


AS reported previously, the Institution 
of Municipal Engineers held a 
special general meeting at Brighton on 
June 13, 1961 to consider two resolu- 
tions relating to the Conditional Agree- 
ment made with the Institution of Civil 
Engineers for a scheme of amalgama- 
tion. 

The special. general meeting first 
instructed the Council of the Institution 
that a majority of two-thirds of those 
voting would be required before the Council 
could take steps to proceed with the 
amalgamation scheme. 

A poll was demanded on the voting for 
the second resolution, which related to the 
terms of the proposed amalgamation 
scheme. The voting commenced at 
Brighton, and was continued at 28 centres 
in the various districts of the Institution 
in the British Isles, and completed on July 
14. The result was as follows: For 
amalgamation, 1,342; against amalgamation, 
1,020. Percentage of those voting in 
favour of amalgamation, 56.8 per cent. 

The report of the scrutineers was 
considered by the Council of the Institution 
on July 14, and, in view of the decision of 
the Special General Meeting that a majority 
in favour of 66% per cent. would be 
required, the Council decided that they 
could take no further action towards 
amalgamation with the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. 


PICCADILLY CIRCUS 
TRAFFIC PLAN 


In an interim report to the L.C.C.’s town 
planning committee, Sir William Holford, 
who is preparing a scheme for the rede- 
velopment of Piccadilly Circus, indicates 
that there are still problems in reconciling 
the traditional role of the circus as a public 
centre of resort and entertainment with 
its character as a complex traffic inter- 
section. 

He is in close touch with the architects 
and developers and owners and is opti- 
mistic that he could submit in the autumn 
a final layout for consideration by the 
Council to form a framework within which 
developers could operate and which would 
not depart from the main principles of his 
original conception. His scheme, with 
some minor adjustment, could give the 
intersection a small increase in _ traffic 
capacity. 

Sir William feels very strongly that any 
alternative giving greater increase in traffic 
capacity would be damaging to the scheme 
as he has hitherto conceived it, particul- 
larly as it must alter the character of the 
piazza shown in his original design. He 
points out that if traffic improvement is to 
be the cardinal consideration the measures 
that would need to be taken would be 
“hostile to most ideas about the preserva- 
tion and growth of Piccadilly Circus 
itself.” 

The importance of the problem has led 
the committee to authorise the initiation 
of urgent discussions with the Ministry of 
Transport and Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, in association with Sir 
William, on the traffic and other implica- 
tions of the layout, in the hope that the 
best solution to the conflicting claims can 
be found during the remainder of the 
summer.

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SAND AND GRAVEL 
PRODUCTION 


Record Level in 1960 


GQ TATISTICS of sand and gravel pro- 

duction in various areas in Great 
Britain, published by the Ministry of 
Works in a leaflet “Sand and Gravel 
Production” 1959-1960 (H.M.S.O. price 
ls. 3d.), show that output of aggregates 
in Great Britain reached a new record 
level of 64.5 million cu. yd. in 1960 
11 per cent. higher than in 1959, 

In general, output has increased in all 
regions excepting Middle Anglia where the 
1959 output was abnormally high because 
of the demand for aggregates used in the 
construction of the M.l motorway. 

An innovation in the current publication 
is the inclusion of a revised estimate of 
future demand. In their reports (H.M.S.O. 
1948-1953) the Advisory Committee on 
Sand and Gravel estimated a maximum 
future demand for sand and gravel for each 
service area. These were reproduced in the 
1958 leaflet. Since the Committee’s Reports 
were published production has risen ccn- 
siderably in all but three of the service 
areas; in many instances it is twice and 
in some areas more than three times as 
high as the Advisory Committee’s estimate. 

Because of the large increase in the use 
of aggregates brought about by the rising 
volume of construction work and the con-

sequent development of concreting 
techniques the Ministry of Works, in con- 
sultation with the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, has revised the original 
estimates, taking into account production 
trends over the past 10 years. Figures 
given in the leaflet suggest that the demand 
for sand and gravel will continue to 
increase, although not necessarily as rapidly 
as in the last two years, and that the total 
demand in England and Wales may reach 
73,000,000 cu. yd. before 1970. 


Production figures are again given for 
each of the gravel regions and service areas 
defined by the Advisory Committee on 
Sand and Gravel, with separate figures for 
building sand, concreting sand and gravel. 
Production is again analysed by counties; 
the production analysis for counties for 
the years 1954 to 1959 was given in an 
earlier leaflet “Sand and Gravel Production, 
1958-59” (H.M.S.O., May 1960, price 
ls. 3d.). Earlier production figures for 
gravel regions and service areas only are 
contained in the leaflets “Sand and Gravel 
Production, 1954-57,” (H.M.S.O., July 1958, 
price 9d.) and “Sand and Gravel Produc- 
tion, 1957-58,” (H.M.S.O., April 1959, 
price 9d.). Separate figures are not given 
for service areas or counties where the 
number of firms operating is so small that 
publication might lead to the disclosure of 
production of individual firms.

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BUILDING RESEARCH STATION DIGEST NO. 12 
Structural Design in Architecture 


DESIGNING any building is essenti- 
ally a matter of making a long 
series of choices—choices about ends 
and choices about means. The former 
will be a dual responsibility of designer 
and client and will embrace the purpose 
the building is to serve, the character it 
is to have, and any restrictions within 
which the designer must work. The 
latter will be the designer’s responsi- 
bility alone and will embrace the de- 
tailed planning, the form and details of 
the structure and such things as the 
services to be installed and the finishes. 

The completed design will record the 
designer’s choices as a set of instructions 
that will enable someone, perhaps as yet 
unknown, to construct the building. It 
must contain, in embryo, the whole build- 
ing, though still only as an idea. It is this 
process of choosing that it is intended to 
examine. 

It is not peculiar to the architect and 
the structural engineer. The painter and 
sculptor, for instance, make and commit 
themselves to innumerable choices, with 
each stroke of the brush or blow of the 
chisel, before a finished work is produced. 

What does distinguish the processes of 
architectural and structural design from 
those of most other arts is the need for 
the designer to commit himself to his 
choices, almost in toto, before he can see 
their final outcome. He does not, as he 
makes them, see his building grow under 
his own hand. Only much later can he 
discover, by simple observation, whether 
it will serve its intended purpose as well 
as he expected, whether, visually, it will 
have the qualities he aimed at, whether it 
will stand up without moving too much 
when loads come onto it, and whether it 
will be practicable to build it with the 
resources available. 

The chief consequence of this distinction 

though it is really only one of degree— 
is to give added emphasis to the process 
of testing or analysis, which is inseparable 
from all responsible choice, and to attach 
a higher value to the sort of knowledge 
and judgment and imagination that make 
this analysis possible. Only through ade- 
quate knowledge rightly used can the con- 
sequences of different choices be foreseen. 
And only thereby can the choices be 
guided in the right direction in the initial 
intuitive phases of design and when they 
have been made, subjected to a more 
formal analysis while it is still possible to 
modify them if they are found wanting. 

Different aspects of architectural design 

structural, formal, spatial—differ in that 
they are directed, primarily, to the pursuit 
of different ends. In so far as they are 
pursued separately each must draw on 
knowledge relevant to its own end. At 


the same time, each can, actually or 
potentially, draw on different kinds of 
knowledge. And it is these which chiefly 


affect the ways in which the choices are 

guided and tested. It is these different 

kinds of knowledge, therefore, which will 

now be considered, attention being 

directed particularly to alternative ap- 

proaches to the structural side of design. 
Basic Knowledge 


All our knowledge derives ultimately 
from experience. But that used in archi- 
tecture can be of two kinds: that derived 
directly from experience in the field of 
building and that derived less directly, by 
scientific inquiry, from experience in fields 
that are frequently remote from or only 
marginal to the field of building. 

Knowledge of the former kind is typified 
by the knowledge of the craftsman. It 
usually embraces both ends and means, 
and it is the sort of knowledge that is 
gained through the personal experience of 
doing something or of being a member of 
a society that lives and works and worships 


in certain ways. It can be expressed in the 
form “I know what is wanted here” and 
“I know how to make it” or, more par- 
ticularly, “I know how to make a strong 
roof for this house with this timber.” 
Whether it is won laboriously through 
a long process of trial and error, as it must 
be in the first place, or gained through 
following a master’s instruction and exam- 
ple, it is essentially a kind of knowledge 
that is not fully articulate, that stops short 
of a complete specification of what is 
known and of an understanding of why it 





This Digest, arranged to appear 
at the time of the Congress in 
London of the International Union 
of Architects, departs from the usual 
pattern of the series. In looking at 
the processes of structural design, 
within the context of architectural 
design as a whole, the Digest does 
not attempt to collate information. 
Rather it sets out to explore a sub- 
ject of wide scope on which different 
opinions may:be held. The discus- 
sion, though as factual as possible, 
represents therefore a statement of 
One approach and not a solution to 
a problem.

should be so or should lead to the desired 
result. Not being fully articulate, though, 
it avoids the difficulties that we are faced 
with if we try to give precise descriptions 
of complex skills or of the complex totality 
of any experience. 

Knowledge of the latter kind, derived 
from scientific inquiry, is articulate and is, 
to that extent, more readily communicable 
to others. But it is, at the same time, 
limited to what can be expressed in fairly 
simple terms. It cannot embrace as a 
whole the pattern of activities that a build- 
ing is to house or the qualities that will 
make it strong and durable and efficient, 
still less those that will give it the poetry 
that makes it architecture. 

It is necessary to isolate these activities 
and qualities, to break them down into 
simple constituents and to consider them 
one by one. And the knowledge so gained 
is a knowledge of relationships, of patterns 
of behaviour, of the constancies underlying 
the ways in which things happen, rather 
than of the ways in which to achieve 
particular ends. 

It is expressible not in the form “this 
is the way to do something” but in the 
form “if this is done this will be one 
result.” Its great merit is that, not being 
tied to the achievement of particular ends, 
its range of usefulness is infinitely greater 
than that of the craftsman’s knowledge. 


The Craftsman’s Approach 


The craftsman works by imitation of 
existing models varied only occasionally by 
tentative innovation. Such innovations 
as he does make are directed straight to 
his ultimate goal—to producing a better 
hammer or a better jug. Hence the strik- 
ing “organic” quality of the traditional 
forms of such things as a scythe or the 
hull of a boat. 

The architect, or master builder, of the 
past worked as a craftsman. He served 
a craftsman’s apprenticeship and subse- 
quently he advanced his art by close 
observation of what he saw being built 
around him and what he saw of earlier 
buildings. In these he looked for features 
that seemed worthy of imitation and for 


others that seemed 
correction. 

But there is no evidence that, in so 
doing, he made any clear distinction be- 
tween what we should now call the struc- 
ture of, for instance, a particular system 
of vaulting, its form, the visual effects of 
this form, and its symbolic content or 
transcendental significance. In fact the 
evidence nearly all points in the opposite 
direction. When he approached the limits 
of what was structurally possible he was 
inevitably confronted very forcibly with 
the need to make the building stand up. 

Yet he seems to have attempted this 
directly in terms of correct proportioning 
and disposition of the forms, using his 
judgment in ways that are not yet fully 
understood to identify what was significant 
in them for the stability of the building. 

His freedom of choice was always closely 
circumscribed by the impossibility of step- 
ping safely far outside the bounds of what 
had been achieved already. His capriccios 
had all to remain on paper. And such 
freedom as he did have depended a good 
deal on the relatively simple nature of 
his aims and on the simple means he 
adopted to attain them, in particular on 
his reliance on forms of construction that 
mirrored his lack of distinction between 
structure and form by a close identity of 
the two in the building itself. 


The Scientific Approach 


The alternative approach, based on 
scientific knowledge of behaviour, is of 
necessity less unified. The designer is 
obliged to define his ends separately and 
explicitly in terms of each relevant aspect 
of behaviour and to pursue them as separ- 
ate ends while trying to recognise them as 
merely facets of an indivisible whole. This 
leads to the splitting up of architectural 
design into structural design, spatial design 
and so on, and, incidentally, to this Digest. 

Structural design as now pursued can, 
for the present, serve as a typical example 
of this approach. The knowledge of struc- 
tural behaviour that it uses was not gained 
from observations that some buildings 
stood while others fell or threatened to do 
so. It developed out of scientific inquiry 
into the principles underlying much 
simpler though analogous behaviour. 

The theory of statics considers the nature 
of the forces and moments acting on any 
structure or on any part of it and defines 
exactly the conditions of balance between 
them, while the theories of elasticity and 
plasticity define and explore the conse- 
quences of different relationships between 
these forces and the resultant deforma- 
tions. 

Only in the large derivative body of 
theory known as the theory of structures 
are these basic relationships applied to the 
particular types of structure used in build- 
ing. And, whereas the craftsman’s know- 
ledge was typified by a caption in Cesarino’s 
edition of Vitruvius that could be freely 
translated “in this way you can build a 
strong tower,” that gained from the theory 
of structures tells the designer no more 
than “if you build a tower like this and 
it is subjected to these loads you can 
expect that roughly these stresses will be 
reached at A, B and C, and that there will 
be approximately this deflection at D.” 
It is, for various reasons, always a little 
uncertain, it takes him a much shorter 
distance towards his goal, and it has 
nothing to say about this goal. 

More precisely, such knowledge of be- 
haviour is, by itself, inadequate in two 
ways. It give the designer no guidance 
as to what kinds of behaviour may be 
critical for the structure and it leaves him, 
when he has somehow identified these, to 
define in appropriate terms the ends at 
which he should aim. : 

It is, in other’ words, up to him to 
decide whether, taking into account their 
possible inaccuracies, the predicted stresses 


to be in need of 
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in the tower at A, B and C and the deflec- 
tion at D should be considered as accept- 
able and whether, if so, this could be 
regarded as a sufficient guarantee that the 
tower would be strong enough, or whether 
the stress at E under perhaps a different 
pattern of loads, or even some deficiency 
in elastic stiffness, could still lead to 
failure. 

Knowledge of the structural behaviour 
that is required of a building—of structural 
ends as distinct from means—is therefore 
needed as well. 

To some extent this also can be scien- 
tifically formulated. Patterns of likely 
loading can, in principle, be specified, at 
least in terms of their relative probabilities 
of occurrence. So can the limits of elasticity 
and strength of the materials. Indeed, at 
first sight, knowledge of these, coupled 
with the all-important requirement that 
the building must stand up, should suffice. 

The designer soon discovers, however, 
that there is more to it than this. All 
buildings left to themselves fal] in the end. 
Much sooner they will distort here, crack 
there and may even suffer extensive local 
failures. Some of the movements and 
failures will be serious, others much less 
so. A full definition of the end should 
give all these possibilities their due and 
guard against each with an appropriate 
margin of safety. 

Attempts are being made at such defini- 
tions. But much remains to be done, and 
what is lacking must be made good by the 
designer’s own judgment or the judg- 
ment of those who draft Codes of Practice 
for him. Since, in practice, he can make 
analyses of only a few types of behaviour 
for any structure, such judgment is 
particularly needed in identifying those 
that may jeopardise its safety or in any 
way interfere with the proper discharge of 
its function. As compared, though, with 
the judgments that earlier designers had 
to make, those which are now called for 
are of a more explicit and much more 
restricted kind, more closely related to 
particular aspects of the designer’s past 
experience. 

The reason for adopting this approach 
—which for want of a better name we 
must call the scientific approach — is 
simply that without doing so the designer 
would be incapable of exploiting more than 
a small fraction of the opportunities 
offered to him by the wide range of 
modern materials and _ constructional 
techniques. Structure has now been so far 
liberated from the strait jacket of its 
formal embodiment that it demands in- 
dependent consideration. But if he gives 
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it this consideration, the designer’s free- 
dom of choice is now potentially so large 
that it is actually circumscribed more by 
his powers of imagination than by the 
physical means at his disposal. 

Such, indeed, is the present freedom of 
structural choice that there is rarely a 
unique, and therefore determinate, way of 
meeting a particular requirement. Even 
when something approaching a unique 
solution is encountered, as in large bridges 
and some large vaults, there is still more 
effective freedom of choice than was open 
to the designers of the great vaulted struc- 
tures of the past. The fear that scientific 
knowledge must destroy the artist’s role as 
a free and responsible creator and turn 
him into a mere calculator is therefore 
groundless. 

Structural design by calculation is pos- 
sible today only when it is subjected to 
many structurally arbitrary limitations; 
when it is, in other words, little more than 
the detailing of a design already substan- 
tially determined on _ non - structural 
grounds, either by a specification of its 
form and type of construction or by a more 
general requirement that it shall be of a 
particular type and shall, for instance, have 
the minimum possible weight to carry the 
loads on it. 

Other aspects of design differ today 
from the structural only in that their 
scientfic bases are mostly less secure and 
less fully developed. Their procedures are, 
if we ignore the differences of aim, essen- 
tially the same, except that in many cases 
a less adequate knowledge of the means 
for meeting a requirement or a greater 
difficulty in defining this requirement leads, 
inevitably, to a greater reliance on the 
craftsman’s direct experience and know- 
ledge of past achievements and a corre- 
spondingly diminished freedom of choice. 


Structure in Architecture 


Structure is an integral part of archi- 
tecture, and by the master builders of the 
past it was never considered otherwise. 
From this single-minded approach, and 
from the struggle to achieve something 
that was barely possible with the means 
at their disposal, sprang most of the 
remarkable unity of conception of their 
major works—a unity which was reflected 
even in lesser ones. 

Lacking, however, the stimulus of barely 
attainable ends, embarrassed, on the con- 
trary, by too much freedom of choice, and 
forced to think separately of many dif- 
ferent aspects of design, the architect and 
engineer today find it much more difficult 
to produce designs with a comparable

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unity of conception in which each disparate 
aspect is given its proper weight and all 
are fully integrated. 

Such a unity has been achieved 
occasionally by engineers working on their 
own in cases where structural considera- 
tions were paramount and where, because 
of the magnitude of the project or some 
restriction of means, there was an adequate 
stimulus. A structure cannot, in any case, 
be conceived solely as an abstract system 
of forces in equilibrium. It must have a 
form which must be given substance in 
particular materials put together in a 
particular way, and it is always this sub- 
stantial form that must be at the centre 
of the conception. 

Much more frequently, though, 
especially in cases where structural con- 
siderations are not paramount, unity has 
not been achieved. Either the conception 
has been almost wholly on the formal 
plane, leading to a very degenerate kind 
of structural design entailing little more 
than calculation. Or, at the other extreme, 
the responsibility of choice on the formal 
plane has been largely abdicated in appro- 
priating the forms of earlier structural 
inventions, frequently right out of context. 

A re-integration seems to call for one 
or both of two things: (1) a restriction of 
the present bewildering freedom of choice 
by something more rational than the 
limited range of our creative imaginations 
and our now excessive dependence on the 
doubtful precedents of existing types of 
building, when we know too little of the 
human and other needs a new building 
should serve, and (2) some means of bring- 
ing the different aspects of design together 
at the stage when the design is first taking 
shape, At least, this is what a study of 
the best work of the master builders of 
the past, and of the engineers who have 
more recently achieved something com- 
parable, would suggest. 

The bringing together of the different 
aspects of design must be at the sub- 
conscious intuitive level where ideas are 
born. And the sort of intuitive mastery 
needed can be acquired only by much 
hard work. Perhaps, therefore, the most 
that can be hoped for here is a sympathetic 
understanding at this seminal level be- 
tween a number of designers, most of 
whom remain specialists in their own fields. 
That should be a prime aim of education, 
but it is worth consideration also by those 
researchers who are trying to enlarge the 
funds of articulate knowledge through 
which, in part, the intuitions are shaped. 

The restriction of choice that is needed 
is one based on fuller understanding and 
specification of what is required of build- 
ings, of what it is worth paying for it and 
of how the price will be determined. The 
specifications need not be absolute ones. 
In many cases it would be preferable if 
they indicated optima to be aimed at, 
particularly where these optima would be 
relevant to more than one aspect of design. 
Then they would not only guide the 
designer’s choices severally in each of these 
aspects. By guiding them in the same 
direction, they would also provide a more 
formalised basis for bringing these different 
aspects together.

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BUTTERLEY TO MARKET AUTOMATIC 
PARKING SYSTEM 


Prototype Structure Erected at Ripley 


ICENCE to manufacture and sell in 
the United Kingdom a new system 
of automatic multi-storey car parking 
has been acquired by The Butterley Co., 
Ltd., who have recently completed the 
erection of a prototype structure at the 
entrance to their works at Ripley, 
Derby. 

The system has been developed and 
patented by a Swiss engineer, Herr 
Wullschleger, and several units are already 
in use on the Continent. Its main 
feature is the small ground floor area taken 
up by the structure—at Ripley 20 cars are 
accommodated above an area of about 
500 sq. ft.—and this gives it a particular 
application where the decentralisation of 
car parking is called for. Other applica- 
tions would be for attachment to depart- 
ment stores or close to works where land 
is at a premium. Its cost however would 
limit its general commercial use. 

The Wulpa Liftpark, as it is called, is 
based on the principle of a fairground’s 
big wheel, except that the car-carrying 
cabins travel up or down instead of 
describing a circle. To park his car the 
motorist drives into a cabin, alights, enters 
a control kiosk and turns a key. Cabin 
and car then move up one side of the 
structure and an empty cabin takes its 
place, ready for the next car. On return- 
ing, the motorist replaces the key in the 
slot with the same number as the cabin, 
and his car is automatically brought to 
ground level by the shortest route. 

The Ripley building, with 20 cabins, is 
about 90ft. high, but on future models a 
saving on cabin depth will be made and 
the total height will be about 75ft. Other 
models to take 60 cars, or three cars per 
cabin, are also being developed. 

Each cabin of the prototype structure is 
capable of carrying a car of 19ft. maximum 
length and 2 tons maximum weight. The 
cabins are coupled to a pair of l6in. pitch 
chains, each of which has an _ ultimate 
breaking strength of 135 tons. The pitch 
chains run on fabricated steel chainwheels, 
the bottom pair of which are driven by a 





45-h.p. electric motor through a reduction 
gearbox and gear train. The upper pair 
of chainwheels are mounted in a free- 
standing chassis which permits individual 
or simultaneous tensioning of the driving

STANDARDS ” 


Mr. Brooke Presents 1961 Design Awards 


JRESENTING awards for the 1961 
Good Design in Housing Competi- 
tion at the R.I.B.A. Headquarters in 
London last week, Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, commented on the high quality of 
the winning designs from local authori- 
ties and private enterprise, but said the 
judges had reported that, with the ex- 
ception of the Midlands region, the 
average standard among schemes sub- 
mitted was much lower than it should 
have been. 

“This is not good enough,” he said. “It 
proves that we have still a long way to go 
in raising our general standards of housing 
design. To do that we have got to educate 
the public, and in particular all those who 
are in any way connected with building, 
to discern and appreciate what constitutes 
good design and what are the basic archi- 
tectural principles for achieving it. What 
depresses me is that some of the mediocre 
schemes submitted should have been con- 
sidered by their sponsors to be specially 
meritorious. Until public opinion becomes 


more enlightened and critical we shall con- 
tinue to see far too many poor and 
mediocre buildings going up. 


Wider Appreciation 


“One thing I want this competition to 
do is to stimulate a wider appreciation of 
the value of good design. A tremendous 
amount of building lies ahead of us in 
this country: new building and replace- 
ment building. There is no reason why 
we need be disappointed and disillusioned 
by the appearance of new houses, as 
frankly we have so often had to be up 
till now. As a nation we are capable of 
designing and constructing buildings, large 
and small, that are beautiful and a pleasure 
to look at. The doubt is whether we care 
enough. 


“Since the last war a good deal of im- 
provement can be seen in the design of 
public and private estate building, but it 
has not gone nearly far enough. Now is 
our chance. By and large this country is 
more prosperous than ever before. If the 
prosperity of the Industrial Revolution

The concrete base con- 
sists of Aglite aggregate and Portland 
cement. 

Main columns are 8in. by 8in. standard 
b.f.b., with horizontal beams of 6in. by 6in. 
b.f.b. and diagonal supports of various m.s. 
angles, bolted throughout. Holes are 
allowed for sheeting rails, and access to 
working parts is by vertical ladder fitted 
with backing rings. There are working 
platforms at both drive and tension levels. 
Roof cladding is of corrugated asbestos- 
cement sheets manufactured by The 
—_ Asbestos Manufacturing Co., 
Ltd. 

Both drive chassis and tension chassis 
consist of two 10in. by 3in. channels 
carrying “fingers” which house the bear- 
ings for the chainwheels, starwheels, star- 
wheel drive, shafting and gears, and ten- 
sion adjustment sprockets. The main 
shaft is 24ft. long, 5in. diameter, and 
carries the main driving gear with two 
intermediate gears. The driving pinion is 
mounted on the main driving shaft of the 
reduction gearbox at the drive chassis end. 

Each cabin has a in. chequer plate 
floor, is supported on end stirrups of tube 
and beams, and suspended on 4in. w.b. 
tube. They are connected to the chassis 
by special cast steel suspension brackets 
incorporating ball bearing and lubrication 
points. 

The automatic operation is controlled 
by a static contactless logic control 
system, Bi-Stat, coupled with a rotary limit 
switch and photo-electric cells, all of which 
are manufactured by Brookhirst Igranic, 
Ltd., Bedford. Entrance and exit are 
guarded by two electrically actuated Pullin 
traffic barriers made by R. B. Pullin and 
Co., Ltd., Brentford.

STRUCTURAL UNITS FROM 
GERRARDS 


A NEW range of structural units has 
been developed by the Unitas 
Division of J. Gerrard and Sons, Ltd., 
Swinton, Lancs.

Of particular interest to architects 
specialising in domestic and institutional 
building is the GU 931 lifting, sliding door 
which is fully glazed to just above floor 
level. 

In its lowered position the sliding leaf 
of the unit rests on a rail mounted on the 
bottom sill and it can be left open and 
secure in any desired position. When closed 
and locked the door is weather-proofed by 
the dovetailed rebate in the head and by 
sealing strips fixed to the stile of the door 
and mullion in the frame.

“Never mind—it was good while it 
lasted.

“At that moment, four chaps came run- 
ning out of the garage, the foreman leading 
the field.

FIRE PROTECTION IN SCHOOL 
DESIGN 


A revised edition of the Ministry of 
Education’s Building Bulletin No. 7, “Fire 
and the Design of Schools” (H.M.S.O. 
Price 4s.) offers guidance to satisfy the 
safety requirements of the standards for 
School Premises Regulations. 

The Bulletin contains chapters on the 
general principles, planning and construc- 
tion of means of escape, the structural 
precautions necessary to ensure the safety 
of a school’s occupants, fire warning 
systems, fire fighting equipment and 
miscellaneous precautions. Appendices 
deal with additional structural precautions, 
the number of fires in schools, the fire 
resistance of various structural elements, 
the classification of wall and ceiling lining 
materials, the designation of roof coverin| 
materials and smoke-stop and fire-ch 
doors. 

The following are the main alterations 
made since the second edition: 

Combustible external walls or wall clad- 
ding may now be used in buildings of any 
height, subject to a number of detailed 
safeguards. (It was previously recom- 
mended that they should not be used in 
buildings of more than two storeys.) 

Columns and beams of combustible 
materials may now be used in buildings 
up to four storeys in height. (Previously 
only up to two.) 

New standards are laid down for roof 
coverings, making use of the designations 
and tests described in the recently pub- 
lished British Standard. 

The standards of fire-resistance recom- 
mended for external walls have been 
revised. In buildings of any height, a wall 
which is entirely non-combustible need 
have no specific fire-resistance provided it 
is far enough from the site boundary; but 
if it contains any combustible materials, 
or has any combustible cladding, a specific 
period of fire-resistance is recommended, 
varying with the height of the building. 

The method of deciding minimum per- 
missible distances from site boundaries has 
been modified. . 

The basis for providing fire extinguishers 
has been revised. 

The appendices have been revised and 
the results of tests on structural elements 
have been brought up to date.

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DULWICH DEVELOPMENT PROVIDES SIX 
TYPES OF LUXURY HOUSES 


Prices Range From £15,000 — £20,000 


ELIEVED to be among the largest 

of its kind in this country, a 
luxury housing development is being 
carried out on a 14-acre site at Dulwich 
College Estate, London, S.E., by Wates 
Built Homes, Ltd. 

A total of 42 houses will be erected on 
the site, and the aim of the architects and 
developers is to provide a series of six 
individual types retaining a common 
quality and style. Low sweeping roof lines, 
split storey levels and continuous stretches 
of landscaped frontage will be used to give 
the maximum effect. 

The houses, prices of which range from 
£15,000 to £20,000, are of traditional cross- 
wall construction, with load-bearing walls 
on strip concrete foundations. The walls 
are of cavity construction, the inner leaf 
being constructed of 4in. Thermalite 


blocks. Internal partitions are of 2+4in. 
Thermalite insulating blocks plastered to 
give a high insulation and a low sound 
transmission value. 

Further insulation is provided with 
Lattenax under the slate roof and glass 
fibre quilting between the ceiling joists and 
also between the hardwood strip ground 
floor and the concrete slab base. 

Roofs are of Welsh slate, and the ex- 
ternal walls are of silver grey and other 
selected bricks. The panels set between 
the glazing include Cedar _ shingles, 
coloured laminated ply glass panels, white 
painted weatherboarding or Tyrolean 
rendered cement. 

Sills, skirtings, stairs, doors, and built-in 
fittings are of polished hardwood with 
floors of Loliondo or Afromosia hardwood 
strip. In the kitchen there are individu- 
ally designed hand-made panels of glazed

CUBITTS AWARDED FURTHER BRISTOL UNIVERSITY 
CONTRACT 


CONTRACT to build a Chemistry 
Teaching Block for Bristol Univer- 
sity at a cost of £630,000 has been 
awarded to Holland & Hannen and 
Cubitts (Great Britain), Ltd. The con- 
tract is part of an overall scheme to 
build a new School of Chemistry at a 
total cost of about £1}m. 

_ Work on the Teaching Block will start 
In September and other new buildings, 
including research blocks, lecture theatres 
and library, will be added by 1965. 

_Cubitts are already building the Univer- 
Ssity’s new Medical School, at a cost of 
£1,200,000, and are carrying out the site 
Preparatory contract for the School of 
Chemistry valued at £130,000. 

The new teaching block, which will lie 
between the School of Engineering and 
Woodland Road, will measure 125ft. by 
105ft., with an overall height of 84ft. A 
cantilever lecture theatre will form a 
Prominent feature on the south elevation. 

The framework will be of reinforced

concrete, the floors will be of in-situ con- 
struction and precast units will be used 
for the columns and external cladding 
panels, 

The building, which has been designed to 
provide the most modern facilities for 
laboratory work, takes advantage of the 
architects’—-Courtaulds Technical Services, 
Ltd.—-specialist experience in laboratory 
construction for industry during post-war 
years. 

The elevational treatment is in keeping 
with the advanced design of the building 
and will be in precast concrete with 
patterned exposed aggregate finish.

Central Heating 


Full central heating is by a low pressure 
hot water system with a network of steel 
panel radiators and Copperad Wallstrip 
skirting board units designed to the re- 
quirements of each house. Domestic hot 
water is provided and both heating and hot 
water are supplied by a fully automatic 
Potterton 130,000 B.Th.U. oil-fired boiler. 
The entire system is completely automatic 
in operation and is controlled by a control 
panel located in the kitchen. 

The controller incorporates a_ time 
switch which shuts off the boiler during 
the night and automatically brings into 
operation a minimum temperature room 
thermostat which, if the temperature falls 
too low, switches on the boiler again. The 
time switch starts on the boiler at a preset 
time next morning to provide warmth on 
rising. 

During the “fon” period a maximum tem- 
perature room thermostat keeps the house 
at a constant level of comfort. Both mini- 
mum and maximum temperatures are fully 
adjustable. 

Antifrost control is automatic and oper- 
ates whenever the danger of frozen pipes 
arises. This device overides any setting 
on the control panel including the main 
switch. 

The hot water tank has a_ thermo- 
statically controlled immersion heater in- 
stalled as an alternative source of heat 
which can be used during the summer 
months if desired. This unit is also con- 
trolled by the panel. The boiler and heat- 
ing circuit cannot operate at the same time 
as the immersion heater. 

Signal lights on the control panel show 
at a glance what the system is doing at 
any particular moment. Two fuses acces- 
sible from the front of the panel control 
the whole installation. They can be 
changed without shutting off the mains or 
opening the panel. 

In addition each living room has an open 
fireplace with a 24in. Baxi underfloor 
draught grate. The fireplaces include slate 
hearths with marble, mosaic or brick sur- 
rounds. 

Electrical wiring is on the 13-A ring 
main system, with automatic lighting in 
the cupboards and shaving points in the 
bathrooms.

HEIGHT AND DESIGN OF NEW 
CHIMNEYS 


The Air Pollution Panel of the Federa- 
tion of British Industries at its meeting on 
November 11, 1958, appointed a Working 
Party to make recommendations on the 
height of new chimneys with particular 
reference to Section 10 of the Clean Air 
Act. 

The Working Party’s main recommenda- 
tions, contained in a handbook which has 
just been published, refer to industrial 
boiler plants with an output of 5,000- 
33,000lb./hr. steam at maximum con- 
tinuous rating. Recommendations are also 
made in respect of larger plants up to an 
aggregate steam capacity of 450,000lb./hr. 
None of the recommendations refers to 
washed gas effluents. 

It is also recommended that an F.B.I. 
Working Party should make a survey early 
in 1963 of the conditions around new 
chimneys built to these recommendations 
to check whether any modifications to the 
proposals are desirable.

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CONTINUOUS-FLOW WAREHOUSE CENTRE 


COMPLETED 


HE new banana ripening centre 
erected at The Plains, Airdrie, by 
Geest Industries, Ltd., is the ninth 
store in Great Britain for this company 
and the most modern yet completed. 
The site involved some difficulties be- 
cause of former colliery operations in the 
area, but these problems were overcome 
and the three-bay, continuous-flow store 
constructed as planned. Two bays of the 
steel-framed, brick-walled, asbestos-roofed 
warehouse are totally enclosed; the third 
bay, feeding outward to the main roadway, 
is partly enclosed, but is open for its 
central length, allowing free entry and 
exit of vehicles to work under cover. 
Administrative work is handled in a two- 
storey section at the reception end of the 
warehouse. 
The long enclosed railward bay accepts 
16 insulated vans under cover, through 
roller-shutter doors, at main line level,

ensuring temperature control during the 
process of transferring the 330 “stems” 
of bananas from each van to the con- 
tinuous - operation, overhead conveyor 
system which runs alongside the railway 
track. 


Ripening Chambers 


There are 24 ripening chambers. Each 
chamber measures roughly 30ft. by 15ft., 
the walls being lined with clay blocks 
behind which, on the perimeter walls, is 
a sandwich layer of insulating material, 
normally sawdust. On the ground floor, 
the chamber floors are of compacted earth, 
covered with sawdust and then with a 
deep layer of granite chips; the ceiling, 
which carries hooks for 650 “stems” of 
bananas is of rotproofed timber lining. 

This construction permits the periodic 
spraying which is required to ensure the 
correct humidity for ripening, the con- 
structional materials being specially

SCOTTISH ROAD PROGRAMME 
Mr. Maclay Replies to Scottish T.U.C. 


"HE Scottish Trades Union Congress 

recently sent the Secretary of State, 
Mr. John Maclay, the terms of a resolu- 
tion adopted on the subject of roads in 
Scotland. 


In his reply, Mr. Maclay states that he 
has no doubt of the importance of devoting 
as much of our resources as possible to 
the improvement of the road system. 
Emphasising the extent to which the pro- 
gramme has progressed during the past 
five years, he says that so far as mainten- 
ance is concerned he has been able in 1961- 
62 to meet virtually in full the requests 
of local highway authorities for main- 
tenance grants in respect of the classified 
roads for which they are responsible, and 
to meet their requests for expenditure on 
the maintenance of the trunk roads for 
which they act as his agents. 


In figures, the funds made available for 
this purpose in 1961-62 were 10 per cent. 
more than in the previous year and 174 
per cent. more than in 1959-60. 


So far as major improvements are con- 
cerned the Secretary of State says there is 
evidence throughout the country of pro- 
gress with the road programme “whose 
size and scope is illustrated by the fact 
that the Government expect to spend over 
£10m. in 1960-61 as compared with 
expenditure of £1.7m. in 1956-57.” 

Mr. Maclay is not convinced that there 
is any need for a co-ordinating committee 
of interested bodies with the remit of 


formulating a plan to deal with the roads 
question. He points out that no serious 
criticism has been expressed about the 
projects which represent the major part of 
the Scottish programme. These are the 
completion of the Forth Bridge and Clyde 
Tunnels; the reconstruction of the main 
industrial trunk routes such as A.80, A.74, 
A.8, A.90 and A.9; progress with the 
Crofter Counties Programme; and many 
works designed to deal with weak and 
inadequate bridges. 

The planning of individual schemes is a 
detailed matter in which the Scottish 
Home Department and highway authorities 
have their part to play and the Secretary of 
State does not see how it would be 
advanced by a co-ordinating committee of 
the kind which the resolution has in mind. 


WAR OFFICE SITE INVESTIGATION 
CONTRACT 


Pre-Piling Surveys, Ltd., an associate of 
Mitchell Construction Co., Ltd., are now 
undertaking a war office contract for site 
investigation in Gibraltar. 

The investigation involes drilling of 
bore-holes by diamond rotary methods over 
a site of about 35 acres, to explore the ex- 
tent of made up ground and to disclose any 
caverns, honeycombing or other faults in 
the limestone and shale bedrock. 

Resident director on site is Mr. B. T. 
Loftus. 
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selected for absorption of moisture or for 
resistance to rot. 

Each chamber is equipped with a gas- 
fired, thermostatically controlled Perl heat- 
ing unit, located on the wall under a 
“Breeza” fan and a sliding timber window- 
hatch; on the opposite wall, in each 
chamber is a York refrigerating unit, again 
thermostatically controlled.

Altogether the warehouse covers 24,475 
sq. ft., with 16,376 sq. ft. devoted to the 
handling and ripening of bananas, the 
remainder being for ancillary purposes.

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PIPE-LAYING BENEATH SOUTH WALES 
MAIN RAILWAY LINE 


Train Services Uninterrupted 


A FEATURE of off-site works recently 
carried out for a housing estate at 
Risca, near Newport, Mon., was the 
laying of pipes under the main Newport- 
Abertillery railway line. 


The scheme, which comprised the laying 
of a 48in. concrete surface water sewer and 
a l5in. concrete foul sewer in a common 
trench, was for an estate of 2,000 houses 
being erected for Risca Urban Council. 

At the point where 
the pipes cross the 
Newport - Abertillery 
railway line, there 
are five sidings and 
four main lines run- 
ning along an em- 
bankment. Due to 
traffic requirements it 
was only possible to 
have a short posses- 
sion of the sidings, 
which were lifted, 
but the work under 
the main lines was 
carried out whilst 
trafic was running 
under a speed restric- 
tion. 


The first stage of 
the work was the 
sinking of a_ shaft 
outside the British 
Railways boundary 
wall. From this a 
trench was excavated 
under the four main 
lines, which had pre- 
viously been sup- 
ported on weigh 
beams. Hand exca- 
vation was the only 
method possible using 
bogie-mounted skips 
running on Jubilee 
track to transport the 


excavated material to the shaft where it 
was picked up by a K.L.33 and tipped into 
lorries. 

Due to the material being excavated, 
that is, colliery waste, it was particularly 
important to pay very close attention to 
the timbering. Timbers llin. by 3in. 
were used for the main sheets and it was 
found necessary to keep these right up 
to the excavation, strutting them indi- 
vidually until it was possible to place each

TUNNEL SHIELD OPTICAL STEERING SYSTEM 
Continuous Inch-by-inch Control of Direction 


A NEW and simple system for steering 
tunnel shields, allowing a con- 
tinuous rate of progress within fine 
tolerance limits, has been developed and 
patented by Edmund Nuttall Sons and 
Co. (London), Ltd., 22 Grosvenor Gar- 
dens, London, S.W.1. 

In its simplest form the Pathfinder, as 
the system is called, consists of a mirror 
and a scale mounted a calculated distance 
apart in the shield. Two illuminated 
targets set on the centre line of the com- 


pleted part of the tunnel are reflected by 
the mirror onto the scale. The effect of 
this reflection is to place the scale at an 
imaginary position the calculated distance 
ahead of the shield. 

The slightest tendency of the shield to 
deviate shows immediately and further- 
more should it get off line or level, then 
by keeping the centre of the scale in line 
with the targets, the shield will be driven 
back onto its true course without over- 
shooting. 

Transitions and other curves may be 
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frame. Three rows of struts were needed, 
but to save time during excavation a deck 
of llin. by 3in. timbers was used in lieu 
of the bottom row of struts, giving a clear 
hard bottom for access. Before blinding 
concrete was laid these timbers were lifted 
and replaced by struts. 

On completion of the trench under the 
main lines the sidings were lifted and the 
trench excavation taken out in open cut 
by a John Deere tractor using a front 
shovel. 

The concrete pipes were laid in the open 
cut section by a 22.R.B. but beneath the 
four main lines they were rolled into posi- 
tion and turned by hand, and for this 
reason 4ft. lengths of 48in. pipe were used. 

The trench was then backfilled using 
24:1 weak concrete up to 3ft. below level 
of running rail, the remainder being filled 
with ballast. 

Despite very bad weather the work was 
completed well ahead of schedule with 
co-operation from the employing engineer’s 
staff and the British Railways staff. 

The contractors were Willment Bros., 
Ltd., 462 London Road, Isleworth, Middx., 
and the engineer and surveyor to Risca 
Uc. mm: wae Parry Morgan, 
M.I.Mun.E. Mr. J. B. Bickerton, district 
engineer, B.T.C., Western Region, was 
responsible for the approval of the con- 
struction method and the supervision of 
the works. 


FIXED PRICE TENDERS

obtaining fixed price tenders within the 
cost limits set by the Ministry of Education 
in respect of school building projects. 

It has been decided that, for an initial 
period of 18 months, fixed price tendering 
shall be abandoned ‘te case of contracts 
for all building works cxceeding £2,000 in 
value, and that, for such contracts, a rise 
and fall basis will be substituted. The 
matter will again be reviewed in 18 months 
time.

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TRAFFIC IN TOWNS — WHERE ARE WE 
HEADING ? 


From a Correspondent 


| RITAIN’S towns may have to be 

re-designed to cope with modern 
traffic conditions. How best to do this 
is the priority problem facing the 
Crowther Steering Group, the formation 
of which was announced recently by 
the Minister of Transport, and Mr. 
Colin Buchanan’s Long Term Study 
Group. 

In the last 10 years the number of motor 
vehicles on the roads has doubled. In 
the next 15 years it may double again. 
Congestion, delays or parking difficulties 
are widely recognised, but there are also 
accidents of many kinds, noise and fumes, 
and vibration to be considered. All these 
tend to turn many parts of towns, particu- 
larly the inner areas, into unpleasant, even 
uncivilised places. This state of affairs 
is arising not only in the big cities and 
the conurbations. Every small town and 
many a village now has its problems. 


“Traffic Management” 


To keep traffic on the move we must 
resort to “traffic management” to ensure 
that the best use is made of existing street 
systems. Improvements can be made at 
severe bottlenecks and difficult inter- 
sections. But the question which so many 
people are asking is, “Where are we head- 
ing, and what is going to be done to cope 
with the ever-increasing stream of motor 
vehicles which tends to swamp improve- 
ments as fast as they are made?” 

The general uncertainty is reflected in 
the way so many possibilities are can- 
vassed, from banning motor cars at the 
one extreme to building great new roads 
in the American fashion at the other. 

It is to questions of this kind that 
Mr. Buchanan’s Long Term Study Group 
and the Steering Group under Sir Geoffrey 
Crowther will turn their attention, The 
main objective will be to produce a report 
for general reading which will endeavour 
to show the nature of the problem and 
the alternatives. 

The study will not start with any pre- 
conceived notions that, for instance, 
private cars should be banned in central 
areas of cities. It will be assumed initially 
that the motor vehicle having been in- 


vented people should be allowed to use it. 
The implications of this will then be 
pursued in terms of the physical alterations 
required to make the traffic circulate. 

Thought on the subject of traffic in 
towns so far has been mainly concerned 
with the possibility of adapting towns to 
traffic. But now new opportunities aye 
presenting themselves as large parts of 
towns fall in for redevelopment. This 
opens up the possibility not of just adapt- 
ing but of deliberately designing towns, or 
parts of towns, for modern traffic condi- 
tions. Enough is known for it to be said 
with confidence that in these conditions 
a great deal can be done to secure environ- 
ments which offer a chance of a real return 
to civilised town life and which also cater 
for a great deal of motor traffic. The 
Study Group will consider the interesting 
work which has been done in the New 
Towns—at Stevenage for instance there is 
a completely pedestrian central shopping 
area—and in other more densely developed 
areas where pedestrians and vehicles are 
being separated on to different levels. 
What lessons have these for general 
application? 

Limiting Factors 


Concurrently with these traffic studies, 
the Group will almost certainly have to 
consider many important limiting factors. 
One of the most obvious is the fact that 
we have many parts of towns, and indeed 
some whole towns, which for the best of 
reasons we shall not want to alter sub- 
stantially on account of their historical 
or architectural character. Again there 
are grounds for believing that above a 
certain size and density of development it 
becomes increasingly difficult to design for 
full mobility for the individual motorist. 
From considerations of this kind flow 
important consequences regarding, for 
instance, the retention and improvement 
of public transport. 

Much of this country’s future happiness 
and well-being depends on our ability to 
come to terms with the motor vehicle so 
that it works with us without dominating 
us. It is hoped that the work to be done 
by the Study Group and the Steering 
Group will form a substantial contribution 
to the solution of this great problem. 


IMPROVING EAST ANGLIAN ROAD SYSTEM 


NEW drive to improve East Anglia’s 

road communications is being set 
in motion by the Eastern Area of 
Traders’ Road Transport Association, 
the body for firms operating commercial 
vehicles under a C licence. 

A fresh assessment of the position has 
been made by the Area and, as a first step, 
the findings have been made available to 
the Eastern Regional Board for Industry. 

The main points put forward by the 
T.R.T.A. are: East Anglia is being 
seriously neglected in the matter of road 
construction and reconstruction; strong 
representations are necessary to remedy 
this; East Anglia’s roads radiate from 
London and there is an outstanding need 
not only to improve these but to recon- 
struct cross-roads to link with motorways 
for the Midlands and the North (at present, 
says the Area, it is possible to travel from 
Ipswich to Northampton without en- 
countering a by-pass); a complete review 
of the road system is required taking in 
the major towns and ports, especially the 
latter due to the increasing use of Felix- 
stowe, Ipswich, Great Yarmouth and Kings’ 
Lynn (on this point the Area say that 
European trade is growing and the Com 
mon Market could accelerate this process) 

Generally, the report provided by the 


Eastern Area for the Board is a blue-print 
for East Anglia’s road needs. As a “first 
step” it urges collaboration with local 
councils in establishing and signposting 
ring routes around towns. Various towns 
should then be linked with the by-passes 
thus created, using dual carriageways “not 
three-lane roads which are a_ potential 
source of danger.” 

“Particular regard” should be paid in 
creating the new routes and by-passes to 
adequate bridge height and weight accept- 
ances in view of the heavy machinery 
industries of the area. 

Level crossings should be “eliminated” 
and on the subject of street lighting the 
T.R.T.A. say it is important that this 
should be adequate. 


PERKINS GET £2M. GERMAN 
ORDER 


A £2m. order for diesel engines has 
been placed with the Perkins Group by 
Gebr Claas Maschinenfabrik, the West 
German combine harvester manufacturers. 

The order is for four and six cylinder 
agricultural engines—-and is the biggest 
single order for diesels ever placed in 
Britain by a German company. 
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YORKSHIRE POWER STATION 
PROPOSALS 


VHE West Riding County Council have 
approved the Central Electricity Gener. 
ating Board’s applications for permission 
to build two large coal-fired power 
stations on the River Aire, one at Egg- 
borough some four miles east of Knot- 
tingley, and one adjacent to their existing 
station at Ferrybridge. 

The local authorities concerned, Selby 
and Osgoldcross at Eggborough and Castle- 
ford and Knottingley at Ferrybridge, have 
also approved. The Generating Board now 
await the consent of the Minister of Power. 

Each of the stations is planned to have 
a total installed capacity of 2,000,000-KW 
and will burn up to 5m. tons of coal a year, 
Most, if not all of this coal, would be 
drawn from the Yorkshire coalfield. The 
stations thus provide a convenient and 
efficient method of using the quantities of 
small coals which are unsuitable for the 
domestic hearth but which are becoming 
increasingly available in the West Riding. 

With two chimneys 650ft. high and eight 
cooling towers, each station would be a 
conspicuous landmark. The Generating 
Board have therefore agreed that the lay- 
out and architectural treatment, and also 
the landscaping of the sites, should be 
subject to the County Council’s approval. 

The burning of such large quantities of 
the high ash product of the Yorkshire coal- 
field presents a major problem. When fully 
operating, each station would produce 
more than 100 tons of ash an hour. The 
Generating Board are therefore putting 
plans to the West Riding County Council 
concerning the disposal of ash, 


WORKING STRESSES FOR 
HIGHWAY BRIDGES 


The permissible working stresses in 
concrete and reinforcing bars for highway 
bridges and structures have recently been 
reviewed by a panel specially formed for 
the purpose by the Bridges Committee of 
the Road Research Board under the 
chairmanship of the Director of Road 
Research, Sir William Glanville, C.B., 
CB.E.. D.Sc., F.R:S. 

The recommendations of the Panel, 
which are incorporated in the accompanying 
Memorandum No. 785, have been endorsed 
by the Road Research Board and accepted 
by the Ministry of Transport as applicable 
to designs which require the Department’s 
approval. 

The new provisions supersede the 
relevant sections of Memorandum 577 and 
permit the use of high-tensile steel rein- 
forcement at stresses consistent with 
control on cracking, for which a formula is 
given. 

The Memorandum, copies of which were 
issued to highway authorities in stencilled 
form with Circular 786 on May 1, 1961, is 
now on sale (H.M. Stationery Office, price 
6d, net).

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CRANE AT 


HINKLEY POINT 


To Be Re-erected on Suffolk Site 


HE 400-ton capacity Babcock Goliath 
crane, which has been a prominent 
landmark at Hinkley Point 500-MW 
nuclear power station for tthe last two 
years, has now completed its task and is 
being dismantled for transportation and re- 
erection at the Sizewell 580-MW nuclear 
power station in Suffolk, which is also 
being built by the English Electric, 
Babcock and Wilcox, Taylor Woodrow 
atomic power group. 

The crane—the largest of its kind in 
the world—-has a span of 250ft., and over- 
all height of 248ft. and is capable of lifting 
400 tons to a height of nearly 200ft. As at 
Hinkley Point the crane, when erected 
at Sizewell, will traverse the site for a 
distance of over 1,000ft. on its own rail- 
way tracks and, because of its height, will 


WATERLOO ROAD WIDENING 


The Minister of Transport has made a 
grant of £95,123 to the L.C.C. towards the 
cost of widening Waterloo Road, between 
Lower Marsh and Morley Street, Lambeth, 
estimated at £126,830. 

Waterloo Road is on route A.301 and 
carries heavy traffic between the Elephant 
and Castle area, St. George’s Circus, and 
central London via Waterloo Bridge. The 
widened road will take six traffic lanes in- 
stead of four. Movement of traffic will 
also be assisted by additional space becom- 
ing available on the south side of the signal 
installation at the junction of The Cut and 
Lower Marsh. There will be two footpaths, 
each 12ft. 6in. wide. 

The work will be carried out by con-

straddle the reactor building when being 
used as an “erecting tool” for the lifting 
of very heavy sections of the reactor 
pressure vessels and steam-raising boilers. 

The photograph shows a stage in the 
dismantling operation when the main 
bridge, carrying the lifting crabs and 
weighing over 640 tons, was lowered to 
the ground using its own hoisting motors 
as the motive power. To free the bridge 
from its anchorage, the two legs were each 
tilted outwards by means of guy ropes 
and the bridge was then free to be lowered. 

The next step was to break down the 
bridge and the crane legs into suitable 
units for sending to Sizewell, where the 
operation will be reversed. The Goliath 


should become a new landmark in Suffolk 
early next year. 





FINAL SESSION OF I.U.A. 
CONGRESS 


The British Ministry of Education 
received honourable mention for their 
development of prefabricated schools when 
the awards commemorating the founders 
were made at the final session of the sixth 
Congress of the International Union of 
Architects in London. 

Senor Felix Candela, 
awarded the Auguste Perret Prize for 
1961. He was described as an engineer 
with a bold and inventive mind who, by 
his imaginative structural conception in 
reinforced concrete, has contributed to the 
enrichment of contemporary architectural 
form and the exploitation of space. 

The Hungarian Research Bureau for 
Industrial and Agricultural Buildings also 
received honourable mention for their 
study of the techniques of prefabrication 
with heavy components. 

The Sir Patrick Abercrombie Prize went 
to the City Planning Office in Stockholm 
for their “foresight in land policy and in- 
telligent co-ordination of the many pro- 
blems confronting a modern city”. 

Summing up the week’s discussion, Mr. 
J. M. Richards, reporter-general to the con- 
gress, said that one of the most important 
conclusions was that the architect could 
no longer stand alone. Nevertheless, the 
process of building, however industrialised, 
needed the architect’s controlling mind and 
eye, and above all his sense of purpose.

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RISING COSTS AFFECT 
RESEARCH ASSOCIATIONS 


VHE rising cost of research is 
critically affecting the research 
associations serving small industries, 
say the Industrial Grants Committee of 
the Council for Scientific and Industrial 
Research in their report for 1960.* 


It is a problem affecting all research 
associations, but the smaller grant-aided 
organisations are experiencing particular 
difficulty in raising adequate grant-earning 
industrial income. In dealing with it, the 
Industrial Grants Committee point out 
that a research association’s income should 
be adequate to meet the technical needs 
of the industry concerned, and to offer an 
attractive prospect to new young research 
workers. Yet the size of an industry is 
not the sole criterion of its economic or 
technical importance. 


But, warn the Committee, the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research 
must be satisfied that co-operative research 
schemes are “technically and economically 
sound before offers of grant are made.” 

Practical co-operation between research 
organisations—such as the housing of the 
small File and Cutlery Research Councils 
in the laboratories of the much larger 
British Iron and Steel Research Association 
—can assist greatly. The Committee have 
considered other possible ways of meeting 
the research needs of small industries: by 
placing contracts with established research 
organisations or even through central 
facilities for industries whose problems 
would not of themselves justify a per- 
manent independent laboratory. 

The Committee point to the small 
cutlery industry as one which has faced up 
to this problem of rising costs and placed 
the Cutlery Research Council on a sounder 
financial basis. A new arrangement assures 
a reasonable industrial income by statu- 
tory levy. 


Application of Results 


The Committee are acutely conscious of 
the need to ensure that research results 
are conveyed to, and applied by, industry 
with the minimum delay. The indications 
are that the special grants which have 
been offered to R.A.s to set up this activity 
are being effective. 

Other points in the report include: 

A decision that, subject to certain safe- 
guards, foreign firms may, if the industries 
so desire, be admitted to membership of 
one of the British industrial Research 
Associations. The D.S.I.R. would not, 
however, pay any grant in respect of any 
income from foreign countries. 

Negotiations are to be opened with 
Commonwealth governments to discuss the 
possibility of their paying grants to a 
Research Association in respect of any 
member firms from the Commonwealth.

MARKED RISE IN CEMENT 
DELIVERIES 


Deliveries of cement in the early months 
of this year showed a heavier increase than 
we have ever experienced, says Mr. J. A. E. 
Reiss, B.E.M., chairman of The Associated 
Portland Cement Manufacturers, Ltd., in 
his annual statement. These deliveries 
were 9.8 per cent. up for the first 20 weeks. 

The output of the building industry had 
shown a marked rise this year which, 
coupled with the increasing use of concrete 
building materials for all purposes, pointed 
to the need for a rather faster expansion 
of capacity than was expected 12 months 
ago. At that time, the chairman announced 
a three-year plan to add nearly 1,000,000 
tons a year to production and the first 
fruits of this programme were already 
coming to hand in that the second kiln at 
Cauldon went into full production in 
January and the new kiln at Plymouth was 
expected to be in operation by the middle 
of this year. The group were shortly 
commencing the building of a 400,000-ton 
works near Dunbar in Scotland and build- 
ing work had already begun on a site at 
Westbury. 

Mr. Reiss continues: “The board has 
recently reached a decision in principle to 
increase this programme to the extent of 
about 500,000 tons per annum, part of 
which will be by increasing capacity at 
existing works.”

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SINKING OF UNINSULATED, PRESTRESSED MONOLITH 
FOR STOCKHOLM UNDERGROUND 


eee this year, what is claimed 
to be the world’s first uninsulated 
and prestressed monolith of its type and 
the world’s second longest concrete un- 
derwater tunnel to be submerged in one 
piece, was lowered onto the bed of 
Liljeholmsviken in Sweden to form a 
connecting link in the new south- 
western extension of Stockholm’s un- 
derground railway system, which is due 
for completion in 1964. 


Having a total length of 125m. (407ft.) 
it forms part of 160m. (525ft.) of tunnel to 
be constructed in prestressed concrete, 
which will cross Liljeholmsviken and 
which, at both ends, will be joined to 
underland tunnels driven through rock. 

When completed, the whole of the con- 
crete section will have its supports founded 
on rock and it will act as a continuous 
beam, with a maximum span of 53m. 
(174ft.). 

Since Liljeholmsviken is one of the two 
entrances from the Baltic to Lake Malar 
and its ports, a navigation depth of at least 
6.9m, (23ft.) had to be provided for. To this 
end it was necessary to remove some 
25,000 cu.m. of mud and gravel and to 
blast away about 4,000 cu.m. of rock to 
accommodate the 7,000 ton structure at a 
suitable depth. 


Two Sections 


Although sunk into position as one 
piece, the 124m. tunnel had previously 
been prefabricated in two separate sec- 
tions, 86m. and 38m. long respectively, and 
had been joined together at a temporary 
assembly yard near their final destination. 

Longitudinal prestressing of each sec- 
tion was carried out by Freyssinet cables 
while transverse prestress is ensured by 
Dywidag prestressing bars, Concreting was 
done in two stages at an interval of a 
month, the construction joint being located 
at mid-height of the wall. 

Before the upper portion was concreted, 
the lower portion was heated to 25 degrees 
C. by circulating water through the ducts 
for the Freyssinet cables. This tempera- 
ture roughly corresponded to the setting 
temperature of the concrete in the upper 
portion so that a uniform cooling of the 
concrete was obtained. 

Waterproof concrete was used and 
before being floated, the tunnel was sub- 
jected to a test of watertightness by lower- 
ing the internal pressure to 0.2 atmos- 
phere. A few pervious places were re- 
vealed in the temporary end walls of the 


tunnel and a few damp patches were seen 
at points where bolts had been passed 
through the walls for fastening the shutter- 
ing. Otherwise there was no trace of 
moisture at the working joints. 

The entire structure was then floated 
out to the site, where, in the meantime, 
two concrete supports, one for each end of 
the structure, had been laid down as soon 
as the dredging work and the clearing 
away of rock had been completed. 


Lowering in Stages 


The lowering of the tunnel section at 
the site took place in stages. The mono- 
lith was suspended in four wire stays from 
two gantries and each end of it was 
lowered 12.5cm. (5in.) at a time. To 
facilitate lowering and to keep the tunnel 
submerged, some 60 concrete slabs with a 
total weight of 1,700 tons were gradually 
placed upon the tunnel roof. At the same 
time, water was pumped into built-in tanks 
and into built-in water mains with a dia- 
meter of 1.2m. (4ft.). 

Before the structure was finally posi- 
tioned, two steel rollers were drawn along 
the entire length of the lake bottom to 


ensure that the bed was free from stones 
or other obstacles. 

Initially, the tunnel rested on the two 
concrete plinths constructed at both ends, 
the bottom being about 14m. (45ft.) below 
the water level. Intermediate plinths were, 
however, later to be provided by pouring 
concrete through open shafts on both 
sides of the tunnel in its central part, thus 
casting pillars which would securely lock 
the monolith to the rock bottom. 


Cofferdams 


In order to construct the sections at both 
ends of the main submerged caisson which 
link the latter to the rock-driven tunnel, 
cofferdams were built out from both shores 
so that work could be done in the dry. 
When these have been built and creep and 
shrinkage have ceased the entire tunnel 
will be further prestressed and the con- 
necting joints with the rock will then be 
closed. 

The connecting of the tunnel to both 
shores is estimated to take several months. 
On completion, the mud previously re- 
moved will be brought back to embed the 
tunnel and protect it.

SYDNEY’S NEW MOVING PAVEMENT 
One of the Longest in the World 


QYYDNEY’S new moving pavement, fo 
‘7 mally opened in June, is one of 
the longest of its kind in the world. The 
installation consists essentially of two 
tubber-covered endless conveyor belts, 
extending through a 700ft. long under- 
ground tunnel from the rear of the Syd- 
ney City Council’s Domain car parking 
Station up 55ft. to an existing subway 
beneath College Street, which leads out 
into Hyde Park. 

Moving at 14 miles an hour, the two 
28in. wide belts can carry about 6,000 
People an hour, and are designed to be 
teversed as needed to carry peak-period 


tush traffic either to or from the parking 
Station. 


In off-peak periods the conveyors run 


in opposite directions for the transport of 
passengers into and out of the parking 
station. Without walking along the belts 
(although they can walk if they wish) 
passengers cover the distance of 676ft. be- 
tween landing plates in five minutes. 


In addition to the moving belts, there 
is also a central static pavement which 
can be used by counter-flow traffic during 
those peak traffic periods when both belts 
are moving in the same direction. 


Each outside track has a moving hand- 
rail supported on balustrade walls which 
divide the two conveyor belts from the 
static pavement. Anodised aluminium 
extruded sections and aluminium faced 
plywood are used extensively to cover the 
balustrading, which is finished in natural 
colours. 








The handrails stand 3ft. 3in. off the 
footway level and are finished in smooth- 
surfaced black rubber, moulded into shape 
and vulcanised. The handrail core consists 
of cold-rolled carbon steel. 


An Australian heavy engineering firm, 
Morison and Bearby Pty., Ltd., of New- 
castle, New South Wales, secured the con- 
tract from Sydney City Council to manu- 
facture the equipment and install the 
moving pavement at a cost of about 
£86,000. This company, a division of 
Brambles Industries, Ltd., national engi- 
neering and transport group, is also 
Australian agent for the Sandvik Steel 
Company of Sweden, which has supplied 
the rubber-covered steel conveyor belts. 


These belts or bands are of a completely 
new type, involving special engineering 
techniques whereby the rubber covers are 
vulcanised to an inner steel core. The 
Swedish company also supplied the steel 
cores for the two moving handrails at 
Sydney. 
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WORK STARTS ON £23M. GUIANA POWER 
PROJECT 


Development by British Consortium 


BRITISH consortium has been en- 

trusted with a £2} million project 
to expand and rehabilitate the electri- 
city supply system in Georgetown, 
British Guiana. The consortium, the 
A.LT. (British Guiana) Partnership, has 
been formed by the export company of 
Associated Electrical Industries, Ltd., 
International Combustion (Export), 
Ltd., and Taylor Woodrow (Overseas), 
Ltd. 

The latter company are now engaged in 
constructing the foundations of a new 
power station whch, because of the swampy 
nature of the ground, will be supported on 
piles. The station will initially house two 
10,000-kW steam turbine generators, with 
provision for a future third set. The first 
of the generators is expected to be 
commissioned at the end of 1962. 

The two 10,000-kW machines, which will 
generate at 11-kV, and associated equip- 
ment, are to be supplied by AEI, and 


country is possible without an abundant 
supply of electrical energy. Preece, Cardew 
installation was planned by the Montreal 
and Rider were commissioned to examine 
the electrical power requirements of the 
country and its available power resources. 

Their report concluded that water is the

their boilers by International Combustion, 
Ltd. In addition, the existing electrical 
distribution system will require renewal 
and reinforcement in the process of a 
gradual changeover from the present 
distribution voltage of 4-kV to 11-kV. This 
work will be carried out by AEI engineers. 

The British Guiana Government has 
retained the services of Preece, Cardew and 
‘Rider, London, as consulting engineers and 
they, in turn, have retained Scott and 
Wilson, Kirkpatrick and Partners, London, 
as associated consultants for the civil and 
structural works. The contract is being 
negotiated with the Crown Agents for 
Oversea Governments and Administrations 
on behalf of the British Guiana Electricity 
Corporation. 


Crash Programme 


The current civil engineering work is the 
beginning of the second stage of what has 
been virtually a crash programme to relieve 
the shortage of electrical power in George- 
town. The whole project can be viewed as 
a prelude to greater developments in 
British Guiana, where future power require- 
ments may be met through hydro-electric 
generation. 

The Government of British Guiana were 
aware that no major development of the 


unit type, being shipped in broken down 
state and reassembled and commissioned 
on site by General Motors engineers.

Existing Company Purchased

The complete installation at the new 
power Station will include station buildings, 
the two 10,000-kW turbine generators, two 
oil-fired boilers of the semi-outdoor type, 
each supplying 110,000lb. of steam per hour 
at 600 psig 850 degrees F., fuel storage 
tanks, condensers, feed heating, evaporat- 
ing, deaerating, water treatment, fire fight- 
ing and air conditioning plant, pipework, 
cranes, and cooling water screens, switch- 
gear, transformers, control gear, cabling 
and lighting, and a circulating water system 
and pump house. 
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GAMMON’S £800,000 BRIDGE 
CONTRACT 


AMMON INDIA, LTD., a member of 
the Gammon Group of Companies, has 
recently been awarded a contract by the 
West Bengal Public Works Department for 
the construction of a bridge over the tidal 
river Rupnarayan at Kolaghat on National 
Highway No. 6 (Culcutta—Madras Road), 
The bridge will be 2,450ft. long overall, 
and consist of 12 intermediate spans of 
177ft. and two end spans of 163ft., with a 
clear roadway width of 24ft. and 5ft. wide 
footpath on each side. The main spans 
will be constructed in prestressed concrete. 
The piers will be founded on single dredged 
hole mass concrete caissons sunk to a 
depth of 80ft. below bed level. 

The contract also includes the construc- 
tion of an 864ft. long viaduct over the 
existing railway colony at Kolaghat. 

The contract is to be completed in three 
years, and the contract price is approxi- 
mately £800,000. 


RELIEVING WATER SHORTAGE 
IN NYASALAND 


Earth dams, 50 in all, to relieve the 
growing water shortage in the Central and 
Southern Provinces of Nyasaland, are to 
be built there with money provided by the 
British and Nyasaland Governments. 

The dams will be built by the Agricul- 
tural Department with equipment hired 
from a private company. Already 21 such 
dams have been built in the Southern 
Province. £45,000 of the cost will come 
from Britain, the balance being met by the 
Nyasaland Government. In addition, 
District Councils are making funds avail- 
able for the construction of local dams. 

In the Northern Province of Nyasaland, 
the Agricultural Department has built more 
than 140 earth dams, using ox-drawn equip- 
ment and local labour. Most of these dams 
have been constructed in the area round 
Mzimba, which is fairly dry. 


ACCRA AIRPORT BUILDING 


A four storey building and control tower 
is to be erected at Accra International Air- 
port to accommodae the administrative 
and other essential services of Ghana Air- 
ways, report Barclays Bank D.C.O. 

The building is part of the £G34 million 
extension to the airport, and when com- 
pleted it will house the immigration, 
health and customs authorities and the 
Department of Civil Aviation.
